Great Combination Plan. 


TO TAKE BROOKLYN UNION 


Mammoth Plant To Be Built in New 











Jersey—Much Property in Man- 
hattan To Be Sold. 





The plan of the Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany to wholly control gas and electric light 
and electric power interests in the Boroughs 
of Manhattan, the Bronx, Kings, and 
Queens, with, without doubt, those of Stat 
en Island, when the corporation cares to 
eoncern itself with Richmond Borough, has 
been attained. 

The adjournment of the New York Leg- 
islature will be the signal for making pub- 


lic details of plans and policy arranged 
months ago. Such announcements will in- 
clude the taking over of the Brooklyn 
Union Gas Company, the disposition of 
much of the $40,000,000 of the Consolli- 
dated’s real property in Manhattan Bor- 


ough, which will furnish a ‘“‘ melon”’ to be 
cut for the lucky stockholders, and the 
decision to manufacture gas, both fuel 


and illuminating, in New Jersey. 

The New Jersey scheme is of vast scope 
and importance. All the New York gas 
manufacturing plants given up and sold, 
the Consolidated’s Ravenswood plent near 
Long Island City would suffice for the 
needs of Queens and Kings for many dec- 
ades, and go far to supply New York’s 
upper east side and the Bronx. An im- 
mense plant, planned to be constructed on 
the Consolidated’s North River property 
at Shady Side, near Fort Lee, and the 
product conveyed to New York through 
the Hudson River Tunnel, will supply the 
greater part of the Borough of Manhattan. 

With the Brooklyn Union Gas Company 
and its annual output of 4,400,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas, the Consolidated will supply 
25,600,000,000 of the yearly consumption of 
26,300,000,000 cubic feet, worth at the cur- 
rent legal rate $26,300,000 in New York City 
only, 60,000,000 cubic feet of which is for 
the account of the Borough of Richmond. 

That the consummation of the vast 
projects of the Consolidated Gas Company, 
and incidentally those of the Standard Oil 
Company and their allies and financial 
agents, the National City and First Na- 
tional Banks, the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
Company, and the Whitney-Ryan traction 
syndicate, has been known as an open se- 
cret to many investors and speculators is 
evidenced by the rapid increase in Consoli- 
Gated, Brooklyn Union, and Standard Oil 
stocks, which have risen to record rates. 
Consolidated, which pays 8 per cent. divi- 
dends, touched 238 last week, against 164 
Sept. 21, 1900. Brooklyn Union, also an 
8 per cent. stock, touched 228. Jan. 2, 
1900, it was 140. Standard Ofl certificates, 
100 par, sold Saturday at 822. Its div- 
idends in 1900 were 48 per cent. But Dec. 
80, 1899, the stock was quoted 470. It 
was 795 Dec. 81, 1900. In the Directorate 
ot Brooklyn Union Gas are three Standard 
Oil men—William and W. G. Rockefeller 
and H. H. Rogers, with Gen. James Jour- 
dan, late President of New Amsterdam; 
Henry W. Cannon, President of the Chase 


National Bank; Elverton R. Chapman, and 
D. G. Legget. . 


TERMS OF THE MERGER. 


The terms of the Consolidated-Brooklyn 
Union merger will probably be share for 
share as to stock. Brooklyn Union's capi- 
talization is $15,000,000, and its funded 
debt amounts to $14,417,000. Its net earn- 
ings are $2,200,000, and its debts balance 
its assets. The company has 800 miles of 
street mains, and it has practically no 
rival in its territory. 

The Consolidated’s mains mileage in Man- 
hattan and the Bronx is about 1,450. The 
authorized capitalization of Consolidated 
is $80,000,000, of which $72,551,400 is out- 
standing stock. To acquire Brooklyn Union 
and finance the other plans spoken of the 
company is likely to ask its stockholders 
to consent to an increase in capital stock 
of at least $30,000,000. In 1900 its stock 
was increased from $39,078,000 to $80,000,- 
000, authorized, to permit of the taking 


ever of the Ney York Gas and Electric 
Light, Heat and ‘Power, and the New Am- 
sterdam-and the Standard Gas Company. 
The funded debt of its controlled com- 
panies is about $65,000,000, 

_The decision of the Consolidated Gas 
Company to manufacture gas for this city 
in New Jersey was prompted by a desire 
not to have all its eggs in one basket and 
to provide for the future. It has planned 
to have besides the Shady Side plant, which 
will cost about $4,500,090—and the site for 
which was permitted while arrangements of 
details were being perfected to be regarded 
as one for a “sugar refinery” to be 
erected by the Standard Oil Company—one 
fer fuel gas at Communipaw, near the 
Plant of the Standard Oil Company. Each 
site has unsurpassed water frontage. 

The Consolidated acquired the Shady Side 
property some time ago. Consolidated’s 
relations with the Standard Oil Company 
would secure it a site at Communipaw at 
twenty-four hours’ notice. At this place a 
plant to-‘output fuel or blue-flame gas, 
carbonic-oxide, and hydrogen gas, may 
be constructed with a vast pipe service 
for heat and power purposes. Phe Shady 
Side plant is planned for the making of 
either “ straight’ coal gas or carburetted 
water gas. his gas is, as present plans 
stand, to come to New York by the Hud- 
son River tunnel, which is to run from 
Morton Street, New York, to Fifteenth 
Street, Jersey City. 

Just how far the negotiations for tunnel 
privileges for the Consolidated have pro- 
gressed cannot be learned, because of the 
extraordinary secrecy maintained by all 
who have to do with the interests of the 
American and foreign bondholders of the 
Hudson River Tunnel Company and the 
construction of this under-water link be- 
tween the States of New York and New 
Jersey. The legal advisers of the vari- 
ous bondholders, Lord, Day & Lord and 
Stetson, Jennings & Russell, decline to dis- 
cuss the subject, except to admit that 
shortly efforts to reorganize the affairs of 
the -company and complete the tunnel will 
have success. Authority was, however, 
found for the statement that a large reve- 
nue will be derived from the Consolidated 
Gas Company. 

The tunnel so far has cost $5,000,000. It 
will cost $3,000,000 to finish it. The equip- 
ment for this is on the ground or ready to 
be furnished by Jacobs & Davies, the con- 
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tractors, and the Cockburn Barrow and 
Machine Company. The Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western Railroad Company, of 
which Samuel Sloan, a Director of the Con- 
solidated Gas Company, is a Director, is 
said to have an option on the tunnel for 
passenger service. Such service would not, 
in any way, interfere with the proposed 
pipe line for the Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany. The tunnel can be completed in a 
year, about the time that will be required 
to have the Shady Side works ready for 
operation. 


CONSOLIDATED’S REAL ESTATE. 


The value of the improved and unim- 
proved real estate held by the Consolidated 
and its constituents or underlying com- 
panies in Manhattan at the present time 
is put at $40,000,000 market value. On 
this estimation and assuming that $5,0vv,000 
worth of property will have to be retained 
for holders to secure pressure, they to be 


supplied from Ravenswood, and, later on, 
from Shady Side, it can be estimated what 
the balance of the holdings would add to 
the corporation’s treasury. 

A gas plant or any of its adjuncts de- 
preciates marrounens values, and such lo- 
calities degenerate. Were the manufacture 
of gas stopped for all time in the locality, 
that locality and the gas property would 
improve rapidly. Having in view every 
censideration experts say that if the Con- 
solidated retained enough property for hold- 
ers and office purposes, it should realize 
$30,000,000 on its other equities. 

President Gawtry, a year ago, at the tax 
office swore to a statement of assessed 


valuations on Consolidated property 
amounting to $9,829,100. This year the 
value of New Amsterdam, Mutual, and 


Standard roose=ee would bring the total 
of assessed values to a high figure.

At present the Consolidated manufact- 
ures gas for illuminating purposes at nine 
plants. One is that at Ravenswood; the 
others are at Forty-fourth Street, North 


River; Forty-second Street, North River; 
Eighteenth Street, North River; Fourteenth 
Street, East River; Twenty-first Street, 
East River; Ninety-ninth Stret, East River; 
One Hundred and Fifteenth Street, East 
River, (Standard plant,) and Eleventh 
Street, East River, (Mutual plant.) The 
Equitable plant, at Fortieth Street, East 
ltiver, and the old Harlem plant, in East 
One Hundred and Twentieth Street, are 
shut down, and the property is ready to 
be disposed of by the Gas Trust. 


Russell Sage said yesterday that the 
plans of the Consolidated for the near 
future were known to him. 

‘** Brooklyn Union,’’ he added, ‘is, of 


course, the next move, and the Shady Side 
scheme is strictly logical. I’m not in it, 
and wouldn’t be except ‘on the ground 
floor.’ I wasn’t treated right when I was 
President of the Standard Company. 
Standard Oil is naturally at the back of 
the whole thing. It’s making excellent 
business, fine collateral.”’ 

“TIT am not,”’ said an officer of the Brook- 
lyn Union, ‘‘in a position to know how our 
2,000 stockholders stand on the question of 
absorption by Consolidated. But I should 
not be surprised, if the roll were called,-if 
a great majority of them answered ‘ Con- 
solidated,’ indicating Standard Oil control 
of the stock. By the way, I always thought 
that the story that Standard Oil was going 
to build a sugar refinery at Shady Side 
was one of the best jokes of the season.”’

PARIS, April 21.—The Duke and Duchess 
of Marlborough left Paris to-day for Lon- 
don, traveling together.

The Duke of Marlborough, after travel- 
ing for a month in the South of Spain, 
came to Paris a week ago and stopped at

While the Duke was in Spain the Duchess 
was in Paris. The last three weeks prior 
to her departure for London she spent at 
her father’s mansion in the Avenue des 
Champs Elysées. After the Duke returned 
from Spain he visited his father-in-law, 
and there saw the Duchess. This morning 
the Duchess drove to the Hotel Bristol, 
whence she and the Duke proceeded to the 
railway station in company. 





LONDON, April 21.—The Duke and Duch- 
ess of Marlborough, who left Paris this 
morning, traveled together, and arrived in 
London to-night. They proceeded to War- 
wick House. 


DISPUTED NOTE FOR $84,000. 


Widow Says She Found It in a Bible— 
» Alleged Maker Calls It a Forgery. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., April 21.—Mrs. 
George P. Richards of Plymouth, a town 
near here, in looking over the family Bible 
one day last week says she found a judg- 
ment note for $84,000 in favor of her late 
husband, and signed by Abram Nesbitt, 


President of the Second National Bank of 
this city. The note was dated March 38, 
1893, four days before Mr. Richards died. 

When the note was presented for pay- 
ment Mr. Nesbitt pronounced it a 7 
Mrs. Richards then placed the matter in 
the hands of her attorneys, who notified 
the bank President that a suit would fol- 
low unless the note was paid. 

Mr. Nesbitt is wealthy, and is reported 
as a man of high character. 





Wanted Wedding Kept Secret. 
NEWARK, N. J., April 21.—John Forrest 
of Staten Island and Miss M. M. Kridder 
of this city were married by Justice Cohn 
late last night. Mr. Forrest pledged the 
Justice and the two witnesses—Otto Ken-

The wedding party and the Justice 
spent several hours in a restaurant before 
the couple started for New York by trolley. 
Forrest, it is said, has a law office in New 
York and is wealthy.

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BANKERS COMMIT SUICIDE 


Two Officers of Suspended Van- 
couver Bank Shoot Themselves. 








Confessed that They Were Responsible 
for $81,000 Shortage—Army Officer 
the Principal Stockholder. 





VANCOUVER, Washington, April 21.— 
Charles Brown and E. L. Canby, President 
and cashier respectively of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Vancouver, which was 
closed yesterday by the Controller of the 
Currency, committed suicide last night two 
miles from this city by shooting themselves 
with revolvers. Their bodies were found 
this morning lying together in a small 
clump of bushes. Both used the same 
weapon, and Canby evidently died first, as 
the revolver was found in Brown's hand. 
Each put the muzzle of the revolver in his 
mouth and blew the top of his head off. 

The fact that Brown's bicycle and Can- 
by’s umbrella were found a short distance 
out of town last night led to the belief that 
they had taken their lives. A searching 
party started out to-day, and after several 
hours’ search the bodies were found. 

From the condition of the bodies and 
other circumstances it is almost certain 
that the suicide occurred between 7 and 8 
o'clock Friday evening. Two pistol shots, 


coming from the direction where the 
bodies were found, were heard at that 
hour. 


Following the arrival of District-Attorney 
Wilson R. Gay last night a warant was is- 
sued by Judge Miller, of the Superior Court, 


charging Brown and Canby with the em- 
bezziement of $10,000 of the funds of the 
bank on Jan. 18, 1901. 

Bank Examiner Maxwell, who has been 
installed by the Controller as temporary 
receiver of the bank, still refuses to give 
out any statement of its affairs. 

The complaint contains charges of em- 
bezzlement and misapplication of the funds 
of the bank, falsifying the books of the 


bank, and issuing false reports of the 
bank’s condition to the Controller of the 
Currency. 


Brown and Canby, when confronted Fri- 
day by Maxwell with false entries in the 
books, made a full confession, Canby re- 
marking: ‘‘ Well, you have caught me this 
time, Maxwell; that is a false entry.’ 
Then, picking up a pistol from the counter 
he remarked as he held the muzzle toward 
his head, “ This is the only way I see out 
of the difficulty.”’ 

Maxwell remonstrated with him against 
his apparent suicidal intent when Candy 
lowered the weapon and left the room by 
the rear door. It is believed while outside 
he attempted to kill himself, as on re- 
turning he threw down the pistol, remark- 
‘The gun is no good and will not go 


In answer to an inquiry from Maxwell if 
he was implicated in the criminal entry, 
Brown replied, ‘‘ Yes, I am equally guilty.’’ 

Beside Brown's bod there was found 
a package containing $25 and a note say- 
ing that the money belonged to his daugh- 
ter. Upon Canby’s body the fofMowing 
brief note was found: 

‘“‘My Dear Wife: I feel that what I am 
about to do is for the best. Forgive me 
if you can, and try to live for our dear 
children. God bless you all. Good bye.

Brown, who was fifty-four years of age, 
had lived in Vancouver since 1862. Canby 
was fifty-two years of age, and was weil 
connected. A brother is said to be a 
Paymaster in the United States Army. 
Another brother committed suicide by 
jumping off the wharf at Vancouver sev- 
eral years ago. 

It is known that the bank has loaned 
a large sum of money on _ insufficient 
security. According to the report to the 
Controller of the Currency, there is a 
shortage of $81,000 in the bank's accounts, 
and it is understood that a considerable 
portion of this amount was loaned to Brown 
& Canby on their personal notes. About a 
year ago the bank reduced its capital stock 
from $100,000 to $50,000. At that time about 
half of the so-called bad assets © were 
‘‘charged off,’’ and have been carried as 
an asset since that time. 

The heaviest stockholder is Col. Stephen 
P. Jocelyn of the regular army, a member 
of Gen. Shafter’s staff. Col. Jocelyn is 
stationed at San Francisco. He was sta- 
tioned at Vancouver when the bank was or- 
ganized in 1883, and ever since that time he 
has been the heaviest stéckholder. Ac- 
cording to the last statement, issued in 
February, the bank had deposits amounting 
to about $230,000. 

District-Attorney Gay stated that there 
is evidence that the eriminal acts of the 
two officials cover a period of several’years 
and only by a thorough investigation of the 
books can the full extent be known. 


SERMON CAUSED TROUBLE. 


Supposed Attack on the Government 
Leads to Pastor Ostrander’s 
Transferrence. 

The Rev. Angelo Ostrander, who for three 
years had been pastor of the Centenary 
Methodist Episcopal Church at One Hun- 
dred and Sixty-sixth Street and Washing- 
ton Avenue, was transferred to the pas- 
torate of the church at Cornwall-on-the- 
Hudson. It is asserted that his transfer 
was the result of a sermon he preached on 
Washington's Birthday, in which politics 

was introduced. 

The sermon, which started out, it is 
said, with an attack on the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors, developed into a denuncia- 
tion of politicians of National prominence 
and holding power, whom he called a 


“hungry, grasping crowd not to be com- 
pared to the patriots of the early days.”’ 

The church has a large Republican mem- 
bership, and the Republican members took 
the attack to be directed against the Na- 
tional Administration and resented it. 
They considered that the pastor had gone 
beyond his pronee sphere and decided that 
it would be best for him to resign. They so 
informed him, and also Bishop Goodson 
and Presiding Elder Mallard of the New 
York Conference. .The trouble between the 
pastor and his congregation became more 
acute each day, until last Friday, when his 
removal to Cornwall and the appointment 
of the Rev. Hugh Houston of Mount Kiseo 
as his successor closed the controversy, 


THOMAS MURPHY RUN OVER. 


Ex-Collector of the Port Refuses to 
Make Complaint Against Cabman 
Who Caused the Accident. 


Thomas Murphy, who was Collector of 
the Port while Grant was President, was 
knocked down and run over by a hansom 
cab on Broadway, near Twenty-fifth Street, 
iast evening. After having run over Mr. 
Murphy the driver drove on, followed by a 
crowd, which finally halted him and turned 


him over to Policeman Betz of the West 
Thirtieth Street Station. Betz took the 
driver to the Hoffman House, where Mr, 
Murphy had been taken meanwhile. But 
Mr. urphy refused to make a charge 
against him, and he was released. 

r. Murphy, who ts seventy-eight years 
dld, was badly shaken up by the accident. 
His right leg was injured, his forehead 
was bruised, and there was a cut behind 
one of his ears. After Mr. Murphy had 
been put to bed Dr. Pedse, the hotel physi- 
cian, was called in. He said he thought no 
serious results would follow the accident.

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POLICE SUSPECT A GIRL. 

Do Not Believe Her Story of How Her 

Father Met His Death in His 
Home in Philadelphia.

PHILADELPHIA, April 21.—Mystery 
surrounds the death of George F. Stover, 
who early this morning was taken from 
his home on Dauphin Street, near Twenty- 
sixth Street, with what was at first sup- 
posed to be a fracture of the skull. His 
daughter Annie, an uncommonly beautiful 
brunette of nineteen years, rushed up to a 
policeman and told him her father was 
dying. The policeman went with her and 
found Stover lying on a couch with the 
blood streaming from a wound in his head. 
An ambulance was speedily summoned and 
the wounded man was taken to the hos- 
pital. 

Miss Stover told the police and hospital 
attendants that she found her father in 
the yard bleeding from what she thought 
was a scalp wound, which he had received 


from agfall. She stated that she dragged 
her father into the house and placed him 
on the couch, and then called the police- 
man. The doctors soon found that the 
wound was caused by a bullet, and as there 
were no traces of blood leading to the 
couch suspicion was aroused. 

Four hours after reaching the hospital 


Stover died, and his daughter is now in 
the city prison, held until the Coroner 
makes an investigation. No one in the 


neighborhood remembers hearing a shot 
fired at the time that Stover must have 
been struck by the bullet. Mystery sur- 
rounds the case, and, while the daughter 
insists that her story is straight, the police 
look upon. her story with suspicion. 

What adds to the interest is that some 
thirty years ago the sister of the deceased 
and her husband were mysteriously mur- 
dered in Roxborough, a suburb of this city. 
No light has ever been shed on this mur- 
der. heir only son, George Bartel, is a 
police Sergeant, and it falls to his lot to be- 
come the jailer of his cousin, the handsome 
prisoner held for the murder of his uncle. 

The only motive for the murder thus far 
known is that Annie Stover was receiving 
the attentions of a young man who was 
very distasteful to her father, and whom 
he had forbidden the house. Annie was out 
with her sweetheart until a late hour last 
night, and it is thought that her father 
remained up and upbraided her for disobey- 
ing his wishes. No one, however, either of 
the household or in the neighborhood, heard 
anything unusual in the Stover house last 
night. 


CABLE CARS CRUSH MOTOR CAB 


A Policeman Rescues Its Occupants 
from Their Perilous Situation 
in Broadway. 

George Dugan of 212 West Seventy-sec- 
ond Street went out to ride last night. He 
went in his motor vehicle. Two young 
women went with him. They were Miss M. 
Caroll and Miss Tressie Conors, both of 33) 
West Fifty-fourth Street. They rode mer- 
rily up and down Fifth Avenue in the rain. 
Then they tried Broadway. 

Half-past 10 found them in front of the 
Victoria Hotel. A cable car came from 
behind. The operator turned to the right. 
A cable car came in front. The operator 
turned to the left. The car behind and 
the car in front came together; the oper- 


ator didn't turn at all. He couldn't. He 
yelled loudly. The women screamed. They 
kept on screaming. 

The two cars kept on moving, The motor 
carriage helpless between them wus 
crushed as to sides, but still ite wheels kept 
up thei hirr. Thrown off from them at 
a tangerit came bits of rubber, wood, and 
steel. But still they whirred. 

Broadway stopped, at first superficially 
interested. Then Broadway stared, then 
Broadway yelled, and the cars kept on 
trying to pass each other and the motor 
tried to keep on up town. 

A form in blue parted the crowd. 

**What are youse a-doing?’’ demanded 
the policeman. 

The crowd on the sidelines gave several 
explanations, the women in the motor said 
something, and two different utterances 
came from the platforms of the cars.

NATURAL GAS IN TEXAS|REV. 














Strike Made in the Beaumont Field 
Friday Night. 





Causes Great Excitement and Rise in 
Land Values—Speculation 
Becoming Wild. 





Special to The New York Times. 


BEAUMONT, Texas, April 21.—Since the 
discovery of natural gas in what promises 
to be heretofore unheard of quantities, the 
week at Beaumont ended in a revolution of 
the situation, and speculation has rocketed 
away at a dizzy tangent on new lines. The 
strike was made Friday night at a well be- 
ing bored by Kaiser & Kelly of Chicago at 
a point three miles south of the town, on 
the Sabine and East Texas Railway, but 
the .fact did not become generally known 
until a late hour Saturday night, when the 
well and thirty acres of appertaining prop- 
erty was sold to a New Orleans syndicate 
for $250,000 and a reservation to the strik- 
ers. - 

The significance of the gas strike is two- 
fold. It means a tremendous pressure of 
natural gas, bespeaking a phenomenal sup- 
ply, and it also means an oil strike in a 
territory nearly a mile northeast of the 
Lucas gusher, thus throwing into the 
Known oil field a wide and heretofore du- 
bious territory lying between the two, to- 
gether with the northerly and southerly 
projections of that area. Experts express 
the conviction that the natural gas is of 
sufficient pressure to permit its being piped 
to New Orleans, 300 miles away, without 
relay pumps, and the New Orleans syndi- 
cate which bought the well has already 
begun arrangements with that end in view. 

Houston, with severai intervening towns, 
is but eighty miles west, Galveston a 
slightly greater distance, and twoscore of 
well-developed towns within reachable pip- 
ing distance. 

The immediate effect of the discovery of 
natural gas has been a tremendous en- 
hancement of property values within a ra- 
dius of 300 miles of the oil field. The dis- 
covery does not imply any fight between 
oil and gas, but rather an enhancement of 
the value and utility of oil. 

A phase of the situation, melodramatic 
in its possibilities and comic in its imme- 
diate effect, has come to the surface in 
connection with the Town Council’s pro- 
hibition against the boring of oil wells 
within the city limits. The striking of a 
gusher, say, on the Court House green, 
would have meant the inundation of the 
city with oil. Once on fire, Beaumont 
would have been another Pompeii. The 
Council’s action was firm and uncompro- 
mising. Crafty operators sought to evade 
prohibtion by securing licenses to bore ar- 


tesian wells. The Council turned them 
down to a man. One of the disappointed, 
prominent and resourceful, proposes pav- 


ing the streets with asbestos. 

Speculation in oil lands and stock has 
attained the wildest proportions; in fact 
the ‘‘ trading’’ here is said by those in a 
position to know best to be the fiercest 
gambling the world has ever known. Deals 
and trades involving the transfer of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in cash are 


of every-day occurrence, and are effected™ 


{in such brief spaces of time that the nerv- 
iest poker player in the country might well 
be expected to lose his nerve. Currency 
of large denomination is common on the 
streets, most of the trading in land being 
éffected through the medium of $1,000 bills. 

The proved oi] field is not more than 
fifty acres in extent, but no land within 
a mile of it can be had for less than $10,- 
000 an acre, and not a little of it has been 
sold for considerably more. 


IMAGINATION AND FAITH. 


The Rev. Dr. Hillis’s View of the Prince- 


ton Thinkers’ Idea of God. 

In his sermon in Plymouth Church, 
Brooklyn, yesterday morning, the Rev. Dr. 
Newell Dwight Hillis, speaking of the ef- 
fect of imagination upon faith, observed: 

‘‘Every man through his imagination

Those thinkers 
over in Princeton take Plato’s God, and 
the God of the Bible, and mix them up, 
and people think it is deep and profound.

IMAGINARY CORNS DROVE 
A MAN TO SUICIDE. 


Fordham Hospital Attache with Arti- 
ficial Legs Complained of Pains 
in His Feet. 


Paul Harnsiak, who lost both of his legs 
about two years ago as a result of an em- 
bankment caving in on him while he was at 
work on the Fox estate in the Bronx, and 
who on his recovery got a position in Ford- 
ham Hospital as a helper at a salary of $5 
a month, committed suicide at that hospl- 
tal last night between 8 and 9 o'clock. 

When Harnsiak recovered from the ef- 
fects of the accident that made the am- 
putation of his legs necessary, a position 
in the hospital was given to him owing te 
the sympathy his unfortunate predicament 
had awakened in Dr. White, the house 
surgeon, and Miss Carrie Gray, the super- 
vising nurse. His salary of $5 per month 


made him the recipient of the smallest 
salary paid to any employe by the city. 

Just before Christmas Mrs. Schwab, a 
member of the State Charities Commission, 
visited the hospital. The condition of 
Harnsiak appealed to her, and she prom- 
ised him a pair of artifical legs as a Christ- 
mas present. Christmas day he received 
the legs. He straightway began to learn 
to watk on them, and said that the first 
Sunday he was able to walk he intended 
going to church. 

As the days went by the cripple was un- 
tiring in his efforts to acquire proficiency 
in the use of his legs. After a few weeks 
he began to complain to the doctors and 
nurses that his feet and corns were hurt- 
ing him. He continued to complain each 
day of the pains that resulted every time 
he put on the artificial limbs. 

Soon the corrs became a regular subject 
of jest in the hospital, and the attendants 
and others with whom he came daily in 
contact tried to laugh the maimed man’s 
superstitions away. He seemed very 
despondent all day yesterday. and _ the 
doctors, nurses, and other attachés of the 
hospital tried to cheer him up. To all 
their attempts to comfort him he appeared 
grateful, but insisted that he was in the 
greatest pain from his feet and corns. 

Last night he had been absent for several 
hours, and an attendant was sent to 
look for him. When he was found he was 
lying on the floor dead. A small bottle be- 
side him that had contained carbolic acid 
wes the means he had used to take his 

e. 

During nis service at the hospital Harn- 
siak had saved up about $150. This money 
is now in the-keeping of Miss Gray, to 
whom he intrusted all his savings.

WITHDRAWS HIS REWARD. 











To Escape Persecution from Fakirs and 
Cranks—Has Had No,Peace Since 
He Offered $10,000 for Wil- 
lie McCormick. 

The $10,000 reward offered by the Rev. 
Father Mullin of the Church of the Sacred 
Heart, Highbridge, for the return of the 
lost Willie McCormick to his parents and 
the arrest of his kidnappers, was with- 
drawn by the priest yesterday. 

Father Mullin said he had been compelled 
to take this action to escape a horde of 
mountebanks, clairvoyants, fakirs of every 
sort and cranks of all degrees who have be- 
sieged him since he posted the money. 

“TIT have had no time whatever for the 
performance of my sacred duties since I of- 
fered the reward,’’ said Father Mullin yes- 
terday. ‘‘I have had letters from all over 
the country, and there have awaited me 
daily seores of persons pretending to know 
something of the lost lad. 

‘*My heart bleeds for the boy’s parents, 
and particularly for his mother. May 
God give her courage to bear this terrible 
trial. But 1 have withdrawn the reward 
temporarily, as I have work that must be 
attended to. 

‘*My offer has been good for four days, 
and has produced no result but infinite 
annoyance to me. If there come any news 
of the boy within the next week that ap- 
pears to give hope, | will at once renew my 
offer and increase the amount to any sum 


that will produce the results—the capture 
eS the kidnappers and the return of the 
oy. 

* Hloowever, I begin to adhere to the 
theory that Willie was not stolen. He 
either left home alone or met death in 
some strange way. May God return him 


to us soon, if he lives. If not, we pray for 
some news that will end this terrible sus- 


pense.”’ 

Mrs. McCormick, the boy’s mother, and 
her husband attended mass» yesterday 
morning. The stricken parents were the 


cynosure of all eyes on their way to mass, 
and even in the church. Mrs. McCormick 
was surrounded by friends when she came 
out of church, and many women spoke 
to her with sobs, and assured her that 
their prayers are offered daily for the re- 
turn of the boy. 

Mr. McCormick said he had hope that 
Pat Sheedy might have some news to give 
him to-day. 

Edward Coath, the newsboy known as 
‘“* Farmer Bennett,’’ who has achieved some 
notoriety in the case and who declares Wil- 
lie McCormick sold papers with him in Her- 
ald Square after the alleged kidnapping, 
called last night at the McCormick home 
and asked for Mr. McCormick. Coath then 
handed the father the following note: 


My Dear Willie: 


[ see you are looking for me. Will see you as 
soon as possible. WM. M’CORMACK. 
Coath said the note was left with the 


man who keeps the restaurant on wheels 
at Twenty-second street and Sixth avenue 
on Thursday last. Why he had not turned 
it over to the police or wh he had not 
brought it to Highbridge earlier, Coath de- 


clined to say. The parents said the note 
was evidently a fake one and that it bore 
no resemblance whatever to Willie’s hand- 
writing. 


Efforts to get some explanation for the 
letter which was received by the MeCor- 
mick family a day or two ago, signed Lil- 
lie Ganz, and in which the writer said that 
she knew where the missing boy was, re- 
sulted in the finding of the Ganz family 
last evening. They live at 2,370 First Ave- 
nue. 

Christopher Ganz, father of Lillie Ganz, 
whose name was signed to the letter, said 
that his daughter was now in Nebraska 
with a theatrical company, and could not 
have written the letter, as it was post- 
marked in the city. He said that he would 
be willing to give $200 himself for the a 
prehension of the person who forged his 
daughter’s name. - 

William Ganz, a son of Christopher Ganz, 
who was also said to know something 
about the missing boy, has returned home.

A KIDNAPPER FRUCTRATED. 


Mother Overtook Man with Her Child 
at Grand Street Ferry. 

An attempted kidnapping that came to 
light yesterday has convinced the dwellers 
on the east side between East Broadway 
and Houston Street that Lena Pensack, who 
disappeared two weeks ago, has been

Comments on Bill Extending Suffrage 
to Women. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., April 21.—When 
asked to-day what she thought of the pas- 
sage of the bill by the State Legislature 
providing for the extension of the ballot to 
women taxpayers of the villages and town- 


ships on propositions to raise public moneys 
by tax or assessment, Miss Susan B. An- 
thony said:

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WIDESPREAD FLOOD DAMAGE 


The: Loss in Pittsburg Alone 
May Reach $3,000,000. 


CINCINNATI IS. PREPARING. 


High Water Expected There To-Day— 
Wheeling Railroads Cut Off—Losses 


in New England States, 











The heavy flood which threatened Pitts- 
burg has passed down the Ohio River, after 
doing damage estimated at $3,000,000. The 
loss of life has been small, The river is 
falling rapidly there. 

At Wheeling the water was rising at last 
reports and was expected to reach its 
maximum height last night. Nearly all 
the large factories are closed down, and a 
number of landslides on the Baltimore and 
Ohio will prevent traffic for several days. 
The place is cut off from rail communica- 
tion. 

Much alarm prevails at Cincinnati, where 
the high-water stage is expected about 
noon to-day. The flood is the worst ever 
known there at so late a date in the Spring. 
At points above the city the danger line 
has been passed. The fruit crop in the 
Ohio Valley, it is said, is gone. 

Heavy snow is reported in Eastern Ten- 
nessee and the Tennessee River is rising. 
At Chattanooga it reached twenty-eight 
feet, but it is not likely to touch the danger 
line unless rains should follow the snow. 

Much damage has been dene in Connecti- 
cut and railroad traffic is delayed. The 
town of Wiristed is threatened with de- 
struction through the overflow of High- 
land Lake. : 

In Massachusetts also considerable dam- 
age was done. A dam near Middlefield 
broke, submerging the town of Chester, 
but no lives were lost. 

In New York State the storm was not 
of great severity, but was still in progress 
last night. Delay has been caused at the 
Pan-American Exposition. The fair will be 
opened May 1, but the formal exercises 
have been postponed to May 20. 


CINCINNATI] FEARS FLOOD. 


Merchants Work All Day Preparing 
for High Water—It Is Due 
There To-day. 


CINCINNATI, April 21.—There has been 
more alarm throughout the Ohio Valley 
to-day on account of the floods than at 
any period since February, 1884, when 
the Ohio River reached its highest stage 
of seventy-one feet and nine inches at this 
city. Most of the inhabitants of the valley 
spent the night in anticipation of the worst 
flood ever known in the valley, as they will 
not know until to-morrow the water. has 
begun falling at Pittsburg. Until this news 
reached the river men here to-night it 
was feared that the record of 1884 might 
be broken, but now it is generally believed 
that the river will not exceed the floods 
of February, 1897, and of March, 1898, 
when it reached sixty-one feet at Cincin- 
nati. 

The present flood is the worst that has 
ever been known so late in the Spring. 
The first week in April, 1886, the river 
reached fifty-five feet 9 inches in this city, 
and that was the highest water ever known 
so late in the Spring. There has been no 
flood in the Ohio Valley since March, 
1898, and these floods have rarely occurred 
as late as March; usually they come in Feb- 
ruary. The flood will do much more dam- 
age now than it would have done one or 
two months ago. 

While close observing river men to-night 
are confident that the record of 1884 will not 
be broken unless another mountain flood 
soon reaches Pittsburg, yet it is now evi- 
dent that much damage will be done before 
the present rise is exhausted. While the 
water has begun to fall at Pittsburg, both 
rain and snow have been falling heavily 
last night and to-day, and to-night. all 
along the Ohio Valley. The danger line 
has already been reported at points above 
Cincinnati, and it will be reached here to- 
morrow morning. The merchants and man- 
ufacturers in the lower part of the city have 
been working all day and night preparing 
for the worst. The Sunday excursion sea- 
son was to ‘have started here to-day, but 
peat tr was stupped because the boats 
could not pass under the bridges. 

Early this evening the Weather Bureau 
here announced heavy snows and rains 
along the Ohio Valley, eqpesishiy in South- 
ern Ohio. The uniform rise during the day 
was four-tenths of a foot per hour, but 
the average is higher to-night. The Weath- 
er Bureau announced that the danger line 
had been reached at all sub-stations to- 
night, and that it would be reached in 
Cincinnati to-morrow noon. 

While the danger line is placed at fifty 
feet here, considerable damage has been 
done to-night since the stage of the Ohio 
River passed forty-five feet. The stage, at 
11 o’clock was 46 feet and 2 inches. | ~/ 

The backwater to-night has inundated all 
the bottoms of Mill Creek Valley and the 
most of the Little Miami Valley. The west- 
ern part of- this.city, as well as the Ohio 
River front, is flooded. The baseball park 
on the west side will be under water when 
the stage of 56 feet is reached. The Chicago 
team was to have played here this week. 

The race track at Newport, Ky., will be 
under water at 58 fect. When the stage 
shall reach 58 feet to-morrow the Big Four, 
Baltimore and Ohio Southwestern, Chesa- 
peake and Ohio, Queen and Crescent, and 
other lines that use the central station will 
be unable to get into their station. They 
have already arranged to-night to start 
from the Eighth Street Station so soon as 
they are shut out the Union Station. 

At Point Pleasant the stage is eight feet 
above the cones line to-night, with the 
river rising rapidly and a heavy rain. The 
Mayor of Portsmouth, Ohio, telegraphed 
that the. danger line had been reached 
there and that a heavy snow was falling 
to-night. Similar reports have been re- 
eeived at the Weather Bureau from all 
points in Southern Ohio and as far north 
as Springfield. Owing to the genera! pros- 
tration of telegraph and telephone wires, 
it is impossible to hear from many points. 
The trains are late on all the railroads,-and 
some trains that were due last night from 
the East have not yet arrived. It is gen- 
erally conceded that the fruit crop through- 
out the Ohio Valley is gone and the dam- 
age to crops is very great. 

At Ironton the Ohio River was 50.9 at 
6:30 o’clock to-night, and is risi three 
inches an hour. everal hundred families 
in the low-lying districts of the city left 
their homes to-night, 

At Portsmouth the river reached a wage 
of forty-nine feet at 7 o’elock to-night. It

HIGH WATER AT WHEELING. 


Rail Communication Cut Off—Men 
Along the River Fire at Passing 
Steamboats—Loss Very Heavy. 


WHEELING, West Va., April 21.—At 9 
P. M. the river was 41 feet 4 inches, and 
rising 2 inches an hour. The top notch :s 
expected to-night, with less than 42 feet. 
This stage shuts Wheeling entirely out of 
outside communication by rail. 

Only the big Cincinnati liners are able to 
run now, and irate residents alomg the 
river banks are firing frequently at the 
boats because the swell from them is wash- 


ing the foundations away from their houses. 
To-night a Wheeling Island man fired at 
the packet Keystone Stone and at a pass- 
ing towboat, but without effect. 

In Wheeling, Bellaire, Bridgeport, Ben- 
wood, and Martin’s Ferry about 500 houses 
have been entered by the water, most of 
the familes moving to upper floors. Near- 
ly every manufacturing establishment in 
the Wheeling district is shut down and 
cannot resume until Tuesday. At Martin’s 
Ferry the water destroyed 500,000 brick at 
the Belmont Brick Company’s, entailing 
a loss of $20,000 to $30,000. There are small- 
er losses at other plants, aggregating ——_ 
ably $40,000. Taking the loss of business, 
railroad landslides, and industrial losses, 
the aggregate cost of the flood in this dis- 
trict will be at least $100,000, probably 
more. 

Above Martin's Ferry James Ford, a 
miner, discovered the Cleveland and Pitts- 
burg track washed out. Knowing a north- 
bound passenger train was due in thirty 
minutes he returned a part of the distance 
and succeeded in stopping the train a few 
yards from certain destruction. The Ohio 
River Railroad has a number of land- 
slides and considerable washed out track 
below Wheeling, involving a big loss and 
suspension of traffic for several days. On 
the Baltimore and hio wheenor and 
Pittsburg Division there is a landslide at 
Claysville, preventing through traffic be- 
tween the two cities There will be much

THE STORM AT CLEVELAND. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 21.—The fierce 
storm of wind and snow that swept over 
this city and Northern Ohio throughout 
yesterday and last night gradually gub- 


sided to-day. It was followed to-night by 
a fog so dense that it was almost impossi- 
ble to see from one side of the street to 
the other. Notwithstanding the efforts of 
the telegraph and telephone companies to 
repair their prostrated lines, there has 
thus far been little improvement to the 
service. Not a single wire was working on 
any direct route between this city and Buf- 
falo or Pittsburg to-night. 

Trains on practically all roads entering 
the city continue to arrive from one to 
three hours behind schedule time. This is 
especially true in regard to the lines from 
the East. A number of suburban electric 
lines, running east and south from this 
city, are still tied =P. Traffic on the city 
street car lines continues to be badly crip- 
pled, as a result of a deep snow and slush 
on the tracks. So heavy is tge snow and 
slush in many piaces that the most pow- 
erful sweepers are stalied in it. 


HEAVY LOSSES AT PITTSBURG. 


Amount May Reach $3,000,000—Rivers 
Are Falling Rapidly. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., April 21.—Pittsburg 
and Allegheny are slowly emerging from 
the murky flood. At 8 P. M. the rivers 
were receding nearly a foot an hour. 

The highest point reached at Davis Island 
Dam was 25.8 feet at 3 A. M., which means 
28 feet at the junction of the Allegheny 
and Monogahela Rivers. The water re- 
mained stationary until about 3 P. M., 
when it began to fall. Conservative esti- 
mates of the total damage in this district 
are between $2,000,000 and $3,000,000. Fifty 
thousand workers are suffered from en- 
forced idleness. 

While there have been greater floods at 
this point, there was never one that caused 


so much financial loss and discomfort. This 
was due to the denser population caused 
oy the recent rapid growth of the two 
cities ,and to the fact that all the manu- 
facturing plants on the river banks were 
in active operation, most of them working 
night and day, until the rising water put 
out the fires and drove the workers to 
higher ground. 

Nearly every town on the Ohio River be- 
tween Pittsburg and Wheeling is in dark- 
ness to-night. lectric light plants or their 
wires are damaged, and the- gas in the 
mains is generally turned off. in previous 
floods this precaution was not taken, and 
the result was explosions with loss of life 
and property. The gas companies will wait 
until the waters subside sufficiently to per- 
mit an inspection of the pipes, and to re- 
pair any leaks. So half a million or more 
people are to-night groping in what appears 
to them the blackest darkness. A. remark- 
able feature of the storm is that but few 
fatalities directly attributable to this cause 
have been reported. 

The loss to the railroads entering, Pitts- 
bug from flood, landslides, wrecked bridges, 
heavy snow, and the interference with 
traffic {fs roughly estimated at $1,000,000. 
The damage to telegraph poles and lines 
along all the roads was enormous, and it 
will take several days to fully repair them. 
Trains are now running on all the’ roads, 
but no attempt is being n.ade to keep up to 
schedules. - 

The submerged districts in Pittsburg and 
Allegheny are to-day a scene of abject 
misery. Cellars, and in some instances 
the first floors, of stores and dwellings are 
covered with water. Where the flood has 
subsided it has left behind a greasy yal 
low scum two or three inches* deep, 8 
residents spent all day trying to restore 
their homes to some degree of decency and.

The men will be 
obliged to use dynamite to remove the 
débris, and it is not expected that travel 
will be resumed before to-morrow morning. 
The tracks of the Naugatuck Division of 
the Consolidated Railroad, and also those 
of the Winchester Street Railroad, are com- 
pletely. submerged and travel has been 
suspended. 

At Naugatuck the damage is extensive. 
Trees have been uprooted along the river 
banks, and a number of sheds have been 
washed away. Cellars of houses are flood- 
ed, and liverymen have been obliged to

WINSTED (CONN.) THREATENED. 


Fears that Highland Lake Will Over. 


flow and Flood the Town, 

WINSTED, Conn., April 21.—The safety 
of this town and the lives of many inhab- 
itants are seriously threatened to-night by 
the condition of Highland Lake, which is 
now so swollen by the recent.rains that its 
overflow is imminent. 

Notices have been issued to the dwellers 
along four streets to take to the hills as 
soon as a general alarm is given, and 
guards are posted at frequent intervals on 


the lake side to give warning if any over- 
flow occurs. 

The lake is situated at an elevation of 
nearly 100 feet above the town proper, and 
has for an outlet a narrow stream which 
runs into Mad River, thence passing di- 
rectly through Winsted. A natural dam 
between adjacent hills forms the boundary 
which holds the mass of water back, and 
along the top of this is a roadway skirting 
the northern shore. The water, usuall 
several feet below the level of the road, 
now is separated from it by but a few 
inches, and a stream runs fourteen inches 
over the stileway at the outlet. Below the 
lake, Mad River, which receives the outlet, 
is now a torrent and has already flooded 
Boyd Street. Along John Street, Hubbard 
Street, and Meadow Street the inhabitants 
have been warned, and property is being 
now removed from the houses. 

The rain is still falling, although with 
some diminution, and Chief Wheeler of the 
Fire Department, who has been in charge 
of the posting of guards, said at 10 o’clock 
to-night that if it stopped within tke next 
few hours he thought the laké would not 
overflow; if not, he feared the worst. 








Much Snow in East Tennessee. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn,, April 21.—Snow 
continued to fall all day throughout the 
greater part of Eastern Tennessee. On the 
mountains, where it has not been melting, 
the snow is reported to have reached a 
depth of nearly two feet. The rivers are 
out of bounds. The Tennessee at this point 
is fifteen feet and rising rapidly. 





CHATTANOOGA, April 21.—The Tennes- 
see River reached twenty-eight feet to- 
night.

MASSACHUSETTS DAM BREAKS. 


Chester Is Flooded, But No Lose of 
Life Results. 

CHESTER, Mass., April 21.—The Flood 
Hollow dam in Middlefield gave way about 
6 o’clock to-night, letting loose the water 
in the big reservoir, which rushed with 
terrific force into the west branch of the 
Westfield River, sweeping everything be- 
fore it and submerging the greater part of 
this town.* No lives were lost, but great 
damage has been done, the extent of which 
it is impossible now to estimate. 

The dam was built in 1874 to take the 
place of one which was destroyed by the 
freshet of the year before. It was poorly 
constructed of stone and timber, and had 
been a constant menace to the town of 
Chester. The heavy rains overflowed the 
reservoir, and the dam showed signs of 
weakening early this merning. 

Orders were given to inspect the dam, 
and the result was that word was sent to 
thes people below that it was almost certain 
to goout. The families in the lowlands got 
what things they could together and fled 
for places of safety. They were none too 
soon, for the dam broke, and with a deaf- 
ening roar a torrent of water was let loose 
into Flood Hollow, which empties into 
the Westfield River. The, huge timbers of 
the dam were hurled into the foaming cur- 
rent and went in one great, crashing mass 
on toward Chester. wo quartz mills at 
Flood Hollow, barns, an outbuildings 
were swept along in the torrent. At Ban- 
croft, the station for Middlefield, the Bos- 
ton and Albany stone bridge was carried 
away, together with 600 feet of tracks. 
Wreckers will be sent out from Springfield 
and Pittsfield to-morrow, but it will prob- 
ably be two days before trains are run- 


ning.

Damage to Craft on the Delaware. 

SALEM, N. J., April 21.—The damage 
from the storm along the New Jersey side 
of the Delaware River has been chiefly 
confined to small craft, such as sloops and 
small schooners and small yachts. Several 
oyster boats at Maurice River Cove were 
damaged, but not wrecked. The shad fish- 
erme robably suffered most, from Penns 

rove to Delaware Bay, in loss or damage 
to boats and cabins and nets. The mead- 
ows adjacent to Atlantic City, Sea Isle 
City, and Ocean City are submerged and 
the railroads somewhat damaged by wash- 
outs, but not seriously so. 





Storm’s Havoc on Long Island. 
BABYLON, L. I., April 21.—It has been 
raining here, with slight intermission, for 
thirty hours.

HURT IN BROOKLYN FIRE. 


Several Firemen More or Less Seriously 


Injured at Walton Street Factory. 

Severat firemen were injured yesterday 
morning in the fire which wrecked the 
four-story brick factory building at 36, 
88, 40, 42, and 44 Walton Street, Williams- 
burg.

Miss Louise Rawson was awakened about 
8 o'clock to find the rooms filled with 
smoke. She made her way to the room 
or her parents, and found them almost 
senseless.

Dr. Douglas told of a’ Christian Scientist 
neighbor who objected to his remark that, 
While the sect teaches that there is no 
Buch thing as sensation, a Christian Sci- 
entist would undoubtedly describe some 
rapid gyrations if he sat down onthe point 
of a tack. The neighbor said: “If I had 
hold of that man Douglas I would put him 
on a ttHousand tacks.”’ 

“Christian Science,’’ said the preacher, 
"is an abomination and the most insidious 
form of infidelity that has appeared in 
modern times. The American people are 
simultaneously waking up to the enormity 
of this evil and are unwilling to have 
hashed up to them a compound of Asiatic 
superstitions. 

“St. Matthew says: ‘There shall arise 
false Christs and false prophets, and shall 
show great signs and wonders, insomuch, 
if it Were possible, they shall deceive the 
very elect.’ These words seem to point to 
Mrs. Lathrop, the first reader of the Sec- 

. z =) ‘ ?, 
ond .Church of Christian Scientists, who 
practically declares Mrs. Eddy to be the 
female: Christ. The latter has not dis- 
Claimed the title,,and declares she was in- 
spired to write a new Bible, ‘Science and 
Health.’ 

‘“‘Mrs. Eddy. published her writings, gave 
mental treatment, and sold souvenir spoons, 
which she expects all her followers to buy 
and have always on their tables, and now 
she is very wealthy. According to Carrol 
Norton’s estimate of the. circulation of 
“Science and Heaith,’ she must have 
cleared at least $410,000 on that book alone. 

‘*Mrs. Eddy has her book placed side by 
side with the Bible in all her churches, and 
Says that it was all revealed to her and in- 
epired by God, while she.denies that certain 
parts of the Word of God are inspired at 
all. What she ascribes to God she should 
credit to Dr. Quimby, an eccentric physi- 
cian of Portland, Me., from whose teach- 
ings she took most copious notes. The 
mysticism in which. her book abounds is 
derived from the ‘Vedas, the sacred books 
of pagan India. Her very name for the 
deity, ‘the Divine Principle,’ is. taken di- 
rectly from the Vedas.

ACCIDENT AT FRENCH LINE PIER 


Hawsetr Slips and Steamer Backs Out 
with a Dozen Persons on the 
Gang Plank. 

What might have resulted in a serious ac- 
cident was narrowly averted at the. French 
Line piers on the North River yesterday 
morning. L’Aquitaine had just arrived 
from Havre, her passengers were coming 
down the gangplank, when suddenly one of 
the hawsers holding the stern of the vessel 
in position slipped on the cylinder of the 
steam winch on which it was being wound. 
The liner immediately began to back 
away from the pier, dragging the gang- 
plank, which had about twelve passengers 
on it, after her. One of the steel grips 
holding the gangplank to the side of the 
ship snapped off and the cumbersome af- 
fair, which is made of metal and weighs 
many tons, began to wobble. The people on 
the gangplank stood for a moment bewil- 
dered, and hesitated whether to go back on 
the ship or come down to the pier. A com- 
mand from the dock officials, however, de- 
cided them, and they rushed down the 

gangplank in safety to the pier. 

Many years ago Superintendent West of 
the pier was killed by a fall that resulted 
from a gangplank breaking in two. He 
was succeeded by his son, Charles West, 
who was the designer of the present gang- 
plank. It is built of steel, with the excep- 
tion of the footway. 





Aged Resident of Paterson Was Bitten 


by a St. Bernard Dog. 

PATERSON, N. J., April 21.—George 
Smith, a resident of the Totowa district 
of this city, and seventy-five years old, 
is in the General Hospital suffering from 
what the doctors say is hydrophobla. The 
bite which it is believed caused the trouble 
was inflicted two months ago. 

Mr. Smith was seated in the yard of his 
residence at 467 Preakness Avenue on the 
afternoon of Feb. 18 when a strange St. 
Bernard dog trotted quietly into the yard 
and approached the old man. There was 
no indication that there was - anything 
wrong with the animal, and, as it was ap- 
parently of a kindly disposition, Mr. Smith 
reached out his hand to pat it on the head. 

The dog sprang at him and bit him on 
his chin and cheek. The animal followed 
up the attack by lacerating his shoulder, 
biting through the clothing. His cries at- 
tracted the attention of his son, who found 
his father bleeding profusely and sent for 
Dr. Alexander, who treated the wounds. 

The son then started out with _several 
neighbors to hunt the animal, young Smith 
being armed with a shotgun. They traced 
the animal toward Laure! Grove Cemetery, 
where they learned that it had attacked 
two boys employed on a farm nearby and 
had been shot. 

Mr. Smith, like most persons fond of 
dogs, scouted the idea of hydrophobia. He 
had been bitten before and no serious con- 
sequences had followed. He was not in the 
least afraid of hydrophobia, and none of 
the family apprehended danger. On Thurs- 
day Mr. Smith had an attack of rheuma- 
tism and a glass of red wine w handed 
to him. He went into convulSions. His 
relatives did not know what to make of 
this, but they handed him a glass of water 
and saw him shrink from it with terror. 
They. sent for medical assistance and the 
disease was pronounced to be rabies. 

The old man was removed to the General 
Hospital. He is in a precarious condition 
and no hopes are entertained for his re- 
covery. 


TANK FALLS THROUGH BUILDING. 


Crashes from Roof to Ground, Injuring 
Five Persons, One Fatally. 
CHICAGO, April 21.—A high wind which 
reached Chicago to-day loosened a huge 
iron water tank from its fastening on the 
roof of the Galbraith Building, Madison 
and Franklin Streets, causing it to crush 
through the six floors to the ground, in- 
juring five persons and resulting in a 
damage to the building estimated at $50,- 
Of the injured: Richard O’Brien; 


whose skull was fractured by falling 
timber, will die. 

With two exceptions the injured were 
pedestrians or the street who had not 
time to make their escape. Had the acci- 
dent happened on any other day but Sun- 
day many lives would undoubtedly have 
been lost, as the building was occupied by 
several firms employing a large number of 
people. 

The tank was twenty-five feet long, six 
feet in diameter, and contained 40,000 gal- 
lons of water. In falling it made a hole 
about forty feet square through the build- 


ing. 





Political Opponents Form a Law Firm. 


It has been announced that ex-Congress- 
man John J. Adams, ex-Senator Jacob A, 
Cantor, and ex-Assistant District Attorney 
John F. McIntyre have formed a partner- 
ship for the practice of law, under the firm 


name of Cantor, Adams & McIntyre. This 
combination of politicians, whose political 
views are so dissimilar—Mr. Adams being 


an independent, Mr. McIntyre a stanch 
Tammany man, and Mr. Cantor an anti-

The double funeral will take 
place from the Runyons’ home, 340 Thir- 
teenth Avenue.

DR. MUIR’S COSTLY YOYAGE 


He Lost $10,000 to Gamblers on 
the Liner Campania. 








They Followed His Wife Back to New 
York and She Honored Notes for 
$8,000 Made’ by Him, 





While on the way to his new station: as 
Secretary of the American Legation <at 
Stockholm, Sweden, Dr. Jos#ph Muir, well 
known asa surgedn and a man-about-town 
in New York, was fleeced by gamblers on 
the steamship Campania of about $10,000. 
Rather than provoke a scandal, his wife, 
who was a daughter of the late Senator 
John R. McPherson of New Jersey, recent- 
ly cashed “I: O. U.’s”’ signed by her hus- 
band to the extent of about $8,000, I 

Dr. Muir sailed from New York with his 
wife late in March. He had about $1,500 
with him at the’time, On the first day out 
the doctor made the acquaintance of three 
men who said they were going abroad for a 
short pleasure trip. They! represented them- 
selves to be F. S. Flower of Santa Bar- 
bara, Cal.; M. J. Walch of Boston, ‘Mass., 
and William Manning of Worcester, Mass. 
Mr. Flower stated that he was a nephew 
of the late Gov. Flower of New York. 

It was upon Dr. Muir’s proposal that a 
game of poker, just “to pass the time 
away,’ was indulged in by the four. men. 
Flower, Walch, and Manning protested at 
first, but at last said that while they knew 
little about the game, they would oblige 
their newly made acquaintance. The result 
was that Dr. Muir not only lost his $1,500, 
but before the end of the voyage had 
given one mote for $4,100, a “second for 
$3,073, and a third for a smaller sum. Mr. 
Manning was little more than even with 
the game. Mr. Flower had in his possession 
all of the cash and notes of Dr. Muir, and 
he held the notes of Mr. Walch for about 
$16,000. 

When the vessel landed a cablegram was 
handed to Mrs. Muir telling her of the 
death of her mother, Mrs. McPherson. The 
three gamblers expressed great sympathy 
for Mrs. Muir, and Mr. Flower told Dr. 
Muir that inasmuch as he was in tempo- 
rary financial straits he and his wife 
should become Mr. Flower's guests at the 
Hotel Savoy. This arrangement was car- 
ried out, and for five days Mr. Flower was 
the host of the Secretary. 

Dr. Muir introduced his new friends to 
his wife, and she thought they were charm- 


ing men, well worthy of her husband's 
confidence and friendship. She did not at 
this time know that anything more than 4 
small friendly game had been going on on 
the steamship. Mrs. Muir decided that in 
view of the death of her mother she would 
return to the United States. Her husband's 
three friends about this time received ca- 
blegrams telling of business troubles or 
of crises which they must needs return 
home at orice to look after. They found it 
necessary to go upon the Deutschland, the 
very vessel Mrs. Muir had decided to. re- 
turn upon. Just as the vessel was coming 
into the harbor one of the gamblers acci- 
dentally mentioned to Mrs. Muir the mat- 
ter of her husband’s indebtedness to them. 
It was her first intimation of it. 

Mrs. Muir insisted that she should pay 
the amount due herself, as she was unwill- 
ing that her husband should be so indebted 
to any one. She said she would stay while 
in New York at the Hotel Savoy, and that 
she would arrange for the payment of the 
notes. When the Deutschland landed Mrs. 
Muir did go at once to the Savoy. M. J. 
Walch registered at the Hotel Netherland, 
and F. §. Flower took rooms at.the Plaza 


Hotel, both of them near the Savoy. Man- 
ning went to a down-town hotel. 
The Deutschland arrived on April 11. 


The next day Mrs. Muir obtained from her 
brother, Max Muir, a cheek for $4,100, It 
was drawn to her order. She took it to the 
East Side Bank and had it certified. When 
she returned to the hotel she sent her maid 
with the check for Mr. Flower, 

In the meantime Mrs. Muir had seen her 
attorney. Arthur Johns. He told. her she 
and her husband had gotten into the hands 
of thieves. She insisted that such was not 
the case, and arranged for the settlement 
of the note for $3,073. Mr. Johns had de- 
cided to call in the Pinkerton Detective 
Agency, however, and the gamblers were 
followed. Efforts were made to stop the 
payment of the check, but ‘‘ Pat’’ Sheedy, 
the gambler and restorer of the Gainsbor- 
ough portrait, was called in by Flower, 
and he secured payment on the check. 

As soon as they realized that detectives 
were watching them the three gamblers 
left the hotels where they were stopping 
and have not been heard from _ since. 
“ Pat’? Sheedy has gone to Buffalo. 





LEGAL NOTES. 





SALESMAN PAWNING EMPLOYER's PROP- 
ERTY.—Charles Ludwin, a dealer in jew- 
elry, whose salesman, named, Frohlich, 
pawned articles worth $166 with Harris 
Baruch, a licensed pawnbroker, for $78, re- 
covered judgment in conversion, in the 
Municipal Court, Second District, for the 
value of the jewélry. The Appellate Term 
of the Supreme Court h now reversed 
that judgment, holding, by’ Justice Leven- 
tritt, that as the salesman was an agent 
with an unrestricted general power to sell, 


there was a general power to pledge, and 
the defendant acquired a special property 
in the jewelry to the extent of his advance 
of $78. Justice Leventritt said, in conclu- 
sion: ‘‘ While the maxim that no one can 
eonfer a better title than he himself. has 
protects an owner against the acts of an 
agent converting property to his own use, 
the rightful owner may nevertheless be 
estopped by his own acts from asserting his 
title. If he has invested another with the 
usua! evidence of title, or an apaarent au- 
thority to dispose of it, he will not be al- 
lowed to make claim against an innocent 
purchaser, dealing on the faith of such ap- 
parent ownership.” ae

Orr Company SuInG Its OFrricers.—The 
Reno Oil Company, a Pennsylvania corpo- 
ration, brought suit in the Supreme Court 
in this city against Charles V. Culver, its 
President; Mr. Penn, its Secretary, and 
two Directors, Hutchinson and Huston, and 
others, charging that Culver, conspiring 
with the two Directors unlawfully induced 
Penn to issue certificates for 100,210 shares 
of the company’s etock. The judgment 
asked for was that the defendants be re- 
strained from disposing of these certifi- 
cates, and that it be adjudged they had no 
title to them. The Appellate Division has 
now reversed an interlocutory judgment 
overruling demurrers to the complaint. 
Justice McLaughlin, giving the unanimous 
opinion of the. court, holds the complaint 
did not state a cause of action in the ab- 
sence of appropriate allegations showing 
that under the company’s charter, or the 
statute under which it was incorporated, 
it had no right to issue certificates of stock 
representing its capital, and that the cer- 
tificates alleged to have been wrongfully 
issued would injure it in some way or 
cause lors or damage to its bona-fide stock- 


,holders. 


GERMAN MONEY AND TRADE. 





BERLIN, ‘April 21.—The Berlin Boerse 
had a dull experience last week, the vol- 
ume of transactions being light. The new 
loan continued to be sold heavily, but the 
quotations showed very slight variations. 
Much interest was shown in American rail- 
way securities, German holders’ selling 
largely to American buyers. Domestic rail- 
ways weakened upon the lower receipts. 

Coal and iron shares were influenced va- 
riously by the industrial situation, which 
was not clear. Coal consumption was less- 
ening visibly, and consequently coal shares 
were weak until Friday, when the news of 
the English export duty caused a sharp 
spurt in that section. Yesterday, however, 
quotations fell moderately, the week's 
movement: showing a slight gain. Yester- 
day's weakening was due to a statement 
that the coke syndicate would increase re- 


striction for May to 20 per cent., the pres- 
ent restriction being 10. The comments of 
_tfle German press upon the British export 
duty on coal continue lively, the eneral 
conclusion being oo teres 
harmfully: upon Eng coal, 
vantage ‘of the German and’ Amefican 
trade.

The Frankfurter Zeitung, commenting 
upon the purchase of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy Railroad in unfavorable 
terms, compares the transaction to the 
methods of Jay Gould and James Fisk, and 
particularly blames Mr. Hill, observing:

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THE AMAZING REFEREE BILL. 

No one seems to be able to guess just 
what is behind the curious bill for the 
appointment of official referees in this 
eity. It is opposed by the Judges of the 
Supreme Court and by the Bar Associa- 
tion, and no one has had the temerity to 
intimate that it is supported by the 
Judges of the Appéliate Division in 
whose hands the appointment of the 
referees would be placed. They are in a 
position where, as they appear to feel, 
they can take no public action in regard 
to the bill. While we have no authority 
to speak for them, we should be very 
much surprised indeed if more than one, 
or possibly two, of them regarded the 
scheme with anything but disapproval 
amounting to disgust. It has been inti- 
mated that there was politics back of the 
bill, and that is confirmed by the treat- 
ment it has received in the Senate, But 
we do not believe that there is any con- 
siderable political favoritism in the ap- 
pointment of referees under the present 
system, and we do not believe, on the 
other hand, that the party in power in 
the State Government could expect any 
appreciable partisan advantage from the 
appointments by the Judges of the Ap- 
pellate Division. 

Whatever its motive, the bill is bad in 
itself, and is sure to lead to a great deal 
of confusion, delay, and trouble, and may 
do much mischief. In thé first place, 
the number of referees provided for is 
quite inadequate fer the requirements of 
the courts of the county. A distinguished 
member pf the bar in this city recently 
remarked that you might as well try to 
haul the great pyramid with twenty 
horses as to do the necessary work of 
this county with twenty referees. The 
mere insufficiency of the force would be 
most disadvantageous where litigation 
is so extensive, varied, and important as 
it is here. In the next place, the tenden- 
cy with officers having the peculiar ten- 
ure of these would be toward increasing 
rather than reducing the causes of de- 
lay, already a source of just complaint. 
They would have no such responsibility 
toward the Judges as they have now, 
they would be tempted to magnify their 
office, and they might readily be found 
arbitrary and imperious and vexatious. 
That this would be the result is the gen- 
eral opinion of the bar, 

Bnt the most serious difficulty to be 
expected from the operation of the bill 
lies in the probability that it would be 
pronounced unconstitutional. It works 
a distinct impairment of the jurisdiction 


- and powers of a portion of the judiciary 


of the State, applying restrictions which 
are neither equal nor general, and con- 
ferring on another portion of the judi- 
elary especial powers not conferred on 
the remainder of equal rank and author- 
ity. In the judgment of excellent law- 
yers, the constitutionality of the law 
could and would be successfully contest- 
ed. There is no end to the trouble that 
such an experience might entail. Since 
it is utterly unnecessary and the plan in 
itself is indefensible, it is surely not 
worth while to try the experiment. It 
is understood that the influences that 
were successful in securing the passage 
ef the bill in the Senate will probably be 
equally effective in the Assembly. | If 
this should prove to be the case, we think 
that it will be the clear duty of the Gov- 
ernor to veto the bill. He will be the sole 
reliance of the bar, the bench, and the 
people of the County of New York to 
save them from the very serious evils 
which this scheme is sure to entail. 








SECTARIAN SCHOOLS. 

A correspondent in yesterday's paper, 
signing himself “ Honest American ”’— 
we trust the title is not so distinctive as 
he appears to think—denounced in rather 
emphatic terms what he calls the “ talk 
to the gajlery”’ about public appropria- 
tions'to private schools. He concludes 
his letter: “ If the Legislature repeals the 
clause in question it has no right to ex- 
empt from the provisions of the act the 
Five Points House, the Children’s Aid 
Society, and Methodist Mission Society.” 

We are not informed as to the secta- 
rian character of the schools referred to. 
The Children’s Ald Society schools are 
purely charitable in their main purpose, 
and whatever religious instruction is 
given in them does not seem necessary 
to the accomplishment of that purpose. 
Probably the other schools are more 
Strictly sectarian. But tn any case our 
correspondent is perfectly right in his 
opinion that there should be no {nconsist- 
ency in the application of the principle. 
There is no reason whatever why Prot- 
estant schools should receive from public 
moneys aid which is refused to Catholic 
schools. There is no sound reason why 
either sort should be so aided. Religious 
teaching, it cannot too often be repeated. 
should be supported solely and at all 
times and in all cases by those who think 





that it is essential or useful. It is a mat- 
ter of philanthropy in the strictegt sense, 
since those who undertake it think it the 
highest form of expression of their love 
for their fellow-men,. It is worse than 
nensense to ask money from others 
through the taxes to express personal 
philanthropy. It is absurd anda little 
hypocritical. 

But it is a curious perversion of logic 
to hold that the appropriation of money 
to a few Protestant institutions justifies 
its appropriation to Catholic institutions 
as well. The view of our correspondent 
is far’more reasonable—is, indeed, in our 
judgment, the only one that can fairly be 
called reasonable—that the exceptions to 
the right rule which may be found to 
exist should be abolished. It must be re- 
membered, however, that this is precise- 
ly the course that has gradually been 
pursued in this State and throughout the 
Union for many years past. At the out- 
set, the great majority of the people in 
all the States were rather aggressively 
Protestant, and a certain amount of re- 
ligious instruction was given in all 
schools as a matter of course, without 
‘attracting comment or exciting opposi- 
tion. At present this practice is in great 
part abandoned, and the ideal of a whol- 
ly secular character for all schools sup- 
ported in whole or-in part from the Pub- 
lic Treasury is more and more closely 
approached. It is the fair ideal for com- 
munities like those of American cities, 
and those who are most opposed to aid 
for Catholic schools should be the most 
earnest in their adherence to it. 
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THE EXPORT DUTY ON BRITISH COAL. 

Probably the least of the misfortunes 
attending the embarrassment of the Brit- 
ish Treasury as the result of the drain 
on the national resources incident to the 
war in South Africa is the export duty on 
coal announced by Sir MicHaEL Hicks- 
BEACH in his annual budget. He may 
abandon the duty, as predicted in our 
London dispatches yesterday; but there 
are reasons wholly apart from’ revenue 
which would tell in favor of the tax. 
If the tax should result in materially re- 
ducing the export of coal, which is. un- 
likely, since it is only 1s, per ton, ‘the loss 
in this item of the foreign trade of the 
country would be more than compensated 
by the benefits resulting to its manu- 
facturing interests. The subject is one 
which should be considered wholly apart 
from anything connected with the dis- 
cussion of free trade or protection. It 
might also be separated from that of 
revenue, and considered upon the broader 
grounds of public policy. 

Great Britain has not a pound of coal 
to spare. Every ton exported,brings the 
country nearer the point of industrial 
paralysis, and hastens the decadence of 
its productive and distributive enter- 
prises. The Parliamentary commission 
appointed in 1866 to study this important 
question reached the conclusion from the 
best data obtainable that in 1871, the 
date of its report, there were 90,206,000,- 
000 tons of coal within the Mmits of the 
exposed seams, with possibly an addi- 
tional 56,248,000,000 tons assumed to lie 
recoverable in the sub-Permian and, 
newer formations. This gave a grand 
total of 146,454,000,000 tons as the abso- 
lute limit of Great Britain’s coal re- 
sources. This was the most favorable 
showing which could be made from the 
data available in 1870, Since that time 
the amount of coal mine@ in Great Brit- 
ain represents one-eighteenth of the 
known resources—about 5,025,000,000 
tons. The hidden reserves are still prob- 
lematical, but assuming that they exist 
and are recoverable on a commercial ba- 
sis, the people of Great Britain began the 
present century with an impairment of 
their total coal capital of about one- 
thirtfeth of its volume. This means that 
it can regard Prof. JEvons’s prophecy of 
an empty coal cellar as something more 
than a statistical possibility, since at the 
present rate of mining the end of the 
supply is definitely calculable, But the 
output is increasing at an average rate 
of 3.26 million tons per annum, In a re- 
cent issue The London Times prints the 
following table showing in quinquennial 
averages the steps by which a product of 
less than 60,000,000 tons in 1851 has 
reached the total of 280,000,000 tons in 
1900:

A study of this table will show that the 
rate of increase, though variable, is al- 
ways considerable. During the last five 
years the amount raised was three times 
as much as during the same period forty 
years ago; and during the last half of the 
nineteenth century the amount consumed 
was three and a half times the product 
of the first half. The history of the coal 
supply for the past thirty years is shown 
briefly as follows:

If the rate of increase established by 
the accurate statistics of recent years is 
maintained, the present century will wit- 
ness the complete exhaustion of the coal 
supplies of Great Britain. -Long before 
this point was reached, however, the 
price of domestic fuel would have so in- 
creased, owing to the demand for domes- 
tie consumption, ag to render its use as 
@ manufacturing fuel impracticable in 
industries attempting to compete with 
those of countries more liberally en- 
dowed by nature with this -essential 
source of power. It is well enough for 
Statistical purposes .to estimate the 
amount of coal which may possibly lie

English vessels, every ton: of this fuel 


was needed at home. It will be more ex- 
igently needed in future than in the past. 
Sir MiIcHABL reflected the conservative 
British sentiment when he said, in an- 
nouncing the export tax on coal: ‘‘ The 
imposition of a shilling, which is infinite- 
ly less than the fluctuations in price, will 
do no real injury to the coal trade, even 
though the export of coal is checked. I 
am not sure that even that result would 
be an evil.” 

That this move will have any appre- 
ciable effect upon the coal exports of this 
country is scarcely probable. The prob- 
lem of:ocean transportation is no nearer 
a solution than it was before, and until 
we can ship the coal we are quite ready 
to sell, the chance of selling it is small. 








THE “HUMAN FACTOR” IN ENGI- 


NEERING PROGRESS. 

The very clever and well-informed 
correspondent of The London Times, Mr. 
DUNNELL, whose letters on international 
engineering competition were lately re- 
viewed at some length in these columns, 
contributes to that journal in its issue 
of April 10 a letter on “The Human 
Factor,” which, like all that have pre- 
ceded it, is highly instructive, as well to 
American as to British readers. It 
shrewdly attributes some part of the fail- 
ure of Great Britain to keep up with the 
engineering progress of this and other 
countries ¢o the unwillingness of Brit- 


ish manufacturers to recognize young 
men as of enough value to warrant an 
effort to furnish them careers at home 
which will retain them and supply the 
inducement of rewards at least commen- 
surate to those which are open to them 
in other countries. He points to this 
country as an example of a very differ- 
ent system from that which in England 
drives young men to seek more attractive 
and profitable fields of labor where they 
strengthen the competition which Great 
Britain finds it so difficult to meet. This 
applies especially to young mechanics 
and engineering graduates. By a simple 
calculation the writer shows that it costs, 
on the average, to bring a young man 
to the point where he is ready to begin 
effective work about £850, or, say, $4,250, 
which is a low estimate. This is divided 
as follows: From birth to the age of 
twelve, £25 per year; from twelve to sev- 
enteen, £50 per year; from: seventeen to 
twenty, £100 per year. This ends his 
schooling and gives him a technical edu- 
cation. For the next five years he has 
to work for practically nothing, usually 
without compensation, though rendering 
his employer useful and often valuable 
service. This experience discourages him 
and disgusts him with the conditions 
which present themselves at home. By 
the time he has re@ched his maximum 
value, as a mechanic or anh engineer, he 
has made up his mind to emigrate. The 
net result is summed up as follows: “ We 
may have paid America for corr’ to feed 
him and cotton to clothe him; his sugar 
came from Germahy, his tea from India, 
his beef from America, his mutton from 
Australasia, his cheese also from Ameri- 
ca; there is not 50 per cent. of him that 
is British produce; more than half has 
been bought and paid for. And yet we 
send him away, duty free, to make lathes, 
or bicycles, or rails, or agricultural im- 
pleprénts to drive us out of our ancient 
markets.” 

It is a curious fact that for some un- 


explained reason the British custom is 


to pay a man not by his merit or the 
value of his services, but by his age. The 
best the young graduate of a technical 
eollege can expect for several yeafs is 
about one-third the wage of a mechanic 
working at the bench. For this he works 
more hours than the mechanic, over the 
drawing board or in responsible charge 
of work which he is much better quali- 
fied to perform than those much more 
highly paid. No wonder he leaves the 
country as soon as he can get away. ‘In 
America,” says the writer, “there are 
hundreds of young men of this class. One 
meets Englishmen everywhere in the best 
positions, doing the best work, in the of- 
fice and in the shop, It is a@ great gain 
to the United States and a great drain 
on the United Kingdom, There is, how- 
ever, a great deal more than this in the 
transaction. The most enterprising are 
those who seek their fortunes abroad. A 
man does not venture unless he feels he 
is capable. Moreover, the United States 
have a way of making a great deal more 
out of him than we do.” 

There ig food for thought in these sug- 
gestions. The wisest and most progres- 
sive manufacturers are those constantly 
on the lookout for bright and capable 
young men who, when found, are well 
paid and properly encouraged. Where 
this is not done, dry rot sets in very 
quickly and the generation which wit- 
nessed the beginning of the business also 
sees its end. Experience in every trade 
shows that the human factor is the larg- 
est and most dominant in the equation 
of business success, and that where this 
fact is overlooked progress stops and 
retrogression begins,

Sen- 
ator Writer, a sage individual from Syra- 
cuse, spoke with passionate fervor of the 
tender care with which the pigeons are 
‘fed up” before they go to the traps, in 
order that their flight may be prompt and 
swift, and he expressed his belief in “ all 
such American sports, football especially, 
as wholesome for the American youth.’”’ He 
did not think to .eveal the likeness of pig- 
eon shooting to football, or what there is 
about the former to make it so distinct- 
ively American. Senator Grekn of Bine- 
hamton took refuge in that’ meanest of 
sophisms—if we don’t do the thing, some- 
body else will, so what’s the use of refrain- 
ing? The case as he put it was: “ As pig- 
eons are usually killed for food, an end to 
their misery might as well be made at the 
traps as in any other way.’’ The same rea- 
soning would justify murder or burglary. 
Despite the thirteen defenders of butchery 
as a sport, however, the bill passed the 
Senate—by a miserable majority of 13— 
again the unlucky number! In the Assem- 
tly, according to the prophets, it is to be 
cuietly smothered by the Committee on 
Rules. Well, that is a kinder death than 
the pigeons die. Meanwhile, what becomes 
of our fond and confident expectation that 
the influence of the makers of guns and 
powdcrs would be as nothing, now that the 
people of the State had spoken? For only 
answer we get from Assemtlyman ALLDS 
the information that the Slater bill is “‘ too 
drastic,’’ and that its subject is one ‘“ too 
important for immediate action.’’ How can 
it be less drastic snd still prohibit, and 
why is the importance of a subject a rea- 
son for ignoring it? 





—Every time public indignation is 
awakened by a case like that over in 
Plainfield, where failure promptly to call 
in a doctor resulted in the death of one 
child from diphtheria and probably in the 
infection of many other children with the 
same terrible malady, or by an episode like 
that in which Mrs. St, JoHN played such 
an outrageous part, great haste is made by 
every one of the innumerable groups of 
‘“‘healers’’ to prove that the person re- 
sponsible for the evil done belonged to 
some other group. In each instance, of 
course, all the groups except one finally 
succeed in demonstrating their own inno- 
cence of that particular crime, and the one 
that doesn’t lies low till the storm blows 
over. Now, as a matter of fact, this is all 
nonsense and word juggling. The groups 
differ from one another only in name and 
a few other strictly non-essential pecullari- 
ties. The power of suggestion, which is. all 
of reality there is in ‘‘ Christian Science,” 
“divine healing,’ ‘‘ mental healing,’ or 
any one of the numberless expedients for 
establishing distance between ignorant 
fanaticism and its money, is always the 
same thing. Understood, as it is fairly well 
by aH the regular doctors, and properly 
used for attainable ends, as the regular 
doctors use it, suggestion is just as legiti- 
mate a means of curing disease as quinine 
or scalpels. But when employed by per- 
sons whose only qualification for medical 
practice is a desire for easily earned wealth 
and a complete lack of scruples in its ac- 
quirement, the seeming miracles which 
even the most ignorant can sometimes 
work by the aid of suggestion inevitably 
come to be, not blessings, but curses to 
humanity. The quacks, under whatever 
name they operate, use the one remedy for 
everything. They cure the few for whom it 
happens to be suited, they kill a few, and 
many they neither harm nor help. But they 
get their fees from every patient, they 
build huge stone ‘‘ churches” to awe the 
impressionable, and, incidentally, they 
create an immense amount of work for the 
real doctors by the habitual violation of 
sanitary laws and the neglect of all pre- 
cautions against the spreading of conta- 
gion. The public can well afford to forget 
the empty distinctions between this and 
that pseudo-science, this and that pseudo- 
religion. They all deserve a common con- 
demnation, and the same limit of tolera- 
tion—that beyond which public safety lies 
should be drawn before each. - 





——Much to our amazement, The Spring- 
field: Republican—which can safely be as- 
sumed, we think, to speak for the most 
cantankerous of the anti-imperialists— 
seems disposed to admit that.

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PRESIDENT HUNTER’S STATEMENT 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I am aStonished that a néwspapér usually 
so fair should publish such 4 malignant-at- 
tack on the Normal College as appeared in 
your issue of to-day. Its false and reckless 
statements, its ignorance and perversion of 
facts, reveal simply the true eharacter of 
the anonymous coward. As a matter of 
justice, you will, I hope, publish my reply. 

I knew nothing whatever of Senator 
Ahearn’s bill exempting Normal College 
graduates from examination until I saw it 
in an evening paper. I do ndt know the 
Senator even by sight. No member of the 
teaching staff inspired the bill, nor have I 
the least idea who suggested it. I have no 
desire to free the institution from legal 
and necessary examinations, nor has any 
member of the Faculty. This certainly dis- 
poses of the “inspiring motive.” _ 

The low rating in Mr. Skifner’s exami- 
— is easily accounted for. In the first 
place, the examination was a new thing; 
secondly, it took place after a long vaca- 
tion, without opportunity for review of 
subjeets of study which had been finished 
from one to three years before; thirdly, Mr. 
Skinner's ruling required the examination to 
begin at 9 o’clock, the students were ready 
at the time specified, but the questions. did 
not reach the college until noon; the girls 
were kept waiting, tired, excited, and nerv- 
ous, not knowing the moment when they 


would arrive. In this mental condition and 
without luncheon the students began the 
solution of difficult mathematical prob- 
lems.‘ Under these adverse circumstances 
is it amy wonder that they did poorly? I 
do not think that there is a college in the 
country that could have done well under 
similar conditions. 

Had_ the-State Superintendent known 
these facts, I am sure that he would not 
have published the results. His own fail- 
ure to have the questions on time was the 
main cause of all the trouble. J am at fault, 
too, for allowing the examination to pro- 
ceed. But in order to keep faith with the 
Superintendent, and as three consecutive 
examinations were allowed on each of the 
four papérs, I thought it better to let the 
students see the kind of éxamination re- 
quired. Any fair-minded teacher must ad- 
mit that such an examination was no test 
of the work of the college. 

The anonymous writer or speaker who 
furnished THE NEw YorK TIMES with’ the 
assault displays his own ignorance when 
he quotes Dr. Maxwell as dissatisfied with 
the scholarship of our graduates. That 
gentleman, at the dedication of the new 
Hall of the Board of Education, in the 
presence of Commissioners, Principals, 
teachers, and distinguished citizens, said 
that in his. examination for licenses to 
teach, the Normal College graduates were 
far superior to any other normal graduates 
in the State. Dr. Maxwell wrote me a let- 
ter complimenting the college for its good 
work. In the examination which he held 
in the Spring of 1899 the first eleven can- 
didates on the eligible list were our grad- 
uates;: and in the more severe examination 
of 1900, the two highest were Normal Col- 
Yege graduates. But there is even better 
evidence than this. In Dr. Maxwell's first 
examination last year only 42 per cent, of 
all other normal schools and 82 per cent, of 
all other colleges reached the required rat- 
ing, while 79 per cent. of the Normal Col- 
lege were suecessful in passing the ordeal. 
These facts and figures are taken from the 
City Superintendent’s report for 1900. 

Your informant seems not to know that 
the members of the Board of Education 
plus the President of the college constitute 
the College Board of Trustees, and that 
the connection of the college with the for- 
mer is close and intimate. But what is a 
little matter of truth to a man who wants 
te carry a point? 

Four-fifths of all the teachers in the old 
city, (Manhattan and the Bronx,) and more 
than fifty women Principals are graduates 
of the college, and I am proud of the great 
majority of them. To expect them all to 
be superior would be to enor: an impossi- 
bility. Are all graduates of law or medical 
schools: superior? Why expect more from 
teachers than from other professional men 
and women? 

Your infermant displays as much ignor- 
ance when he speaks of a _‘ smattering of 
the classics and a fashionable education” a 
he does about the relation of the Board. of 
Education to the colle We give no fash- 
ionable education; and as for the classics, 
they have been the principal means ot 
mental cultivation since the revival of 
learning. He does not seem to understand 
that studies are but tools to develop power 
and that knowledge is only the means by 
which character can be formed and lifted 
to a higher plane. He cannot comprehend 
that the struggling with the difficulties of 
translation does more to strengthen the 
judgment than all the memorizing of facts 
previously studied. 

When, in 1870, I studied the normal sys- 
tem in New York and wen Soeneg States I 
found in most of the schools a deplorable 
lan, of instruction. They were nearly all 
eaghing ‘“‘ methods” on a slender basis of 
education, making “machine” teachers, 
and busily trying to make a pyramid stand 
on its apex. Doubtless they are much im- 
proved. I only mention it to show that my 
aim since then has been to*make good 
scholarship the foundation of good teach- 
ing. We began our work with a three 
years’ course of irigtruction, and after much 
debate and considerable trouble we raised 
it in 1880 to a four years’ course. Again, 
in 1889, the course was increased to five 
years, and lately to six years. These ad- 
vances were made for the purpose of fur- 
nishing the public schools wit older and 
better teachers. A ‘‘ machine teacher 
with the voice and manner of a drill Ser- 
geant will appear to the non-expert in edu- 
cation to be a superior teacher, when in 
reality she is nearly worthless. A truly 
educated teacher under an able Principal 
will develop in a_ short time into an in- 
structor of the highest order. 

There are selfish as well as malicious 
reasons for these attacks which I may be 
forced to expose. I do not, however, desire 
to rake up the-ashes of the past. would 
refer to “let the dead bury their dead. 

ut as long as God spares me strength to 
hold a pen or utter a word, I shall etd 
mit anonymous assailants unanswered to 

rvert facts and disseminate falsehoods.

IN FOREIGN LANDS. 


FRANCE AND THE ASsSOCIATIONS.—The 
quietude which surrounded the closing 
days of the debate in“the French Chamber 
over the Associations bill has caused cer- 
tain French journalists to liken it to the 
sittings of the Hague Peace Conference, 
which at first were crowded with visitors 
and the proceedings télegrdphed all over 
the world, until during the closing days the 
members of the Conference were glad to 
welcome any visitor that might look in 
upon them, if only for a few moments, and 
when notices of the proceedings in the 
press of the world became few and brief. 
After an almost unprecedented debate, as 
far as length of time 1s concerned, the 


French’ Chamber, as already reported by 
cable, has passed the twenty-one clauses 
of the Association bill by a vote of 303 to 
224. The measure is now before the Senate. 

With but one exception, the bill may b 
said to have passed in its original, full 
significance, although many changes of 
reading have been made, without to any 
great degree altering the sense and the 
Ter of the bill as represented by its 
chief Articles, 2 and 13, stands. The former 
renders null and void any associations of 
persons organized with an object which is 
already contrary to existing laws or in 
which members are called upon to sur- 
render any individual rights which the 
laws of France give them, and the Jatter 
forbids, without Government authorization, 
the creation of associations in France, the 
directions of which comes from abroad or is 
in_the hands of foreigners. ‘ 

The exception noted deals with the clause 
which stripped the members of unauthor- 
ized associations of their property in order 
to devote the proceeds to a sort of work- 
ingmen’s fund from which disabled and 
aged artisans — receive pensions. This 
clause was assailed in various ways, al- 
though naturally panportnd by the Social- 
ists. It was shown that if the provisions 
of this clause were ever enforced, thousands 
of orphans cared for by the associations 
would be turned into the streets, while the 
members of the associations themselves 
would be reduced to poverty. It was, there- 
fore, demanded that the property of orders 
dissolved by the law should be divided 
a those to whom it originally be- 
longed. ey 

As it now stands the bill praetically 
leaves to the Government of the time the 
option of authorizing the creation of an 
association. It is not thought likely that 
it will be further modified in aim by the 
Senate, The Roman Catholic organs, which 
at the beginning so bitterly denounced it 
@s an act of oppression, have seen it pass 
from a measure of attack to one of defense, 
and regarding it from this point of view 
they pin their faith on the ever-changing 
character of French Governments and the 
immutable character of the doctrines held 
by the religious orders. Meanwhile, the 
liberal press regard the debates which ac- 
companied the passage of the various ar- 
ticles of the bill through the Chamber as 
sevatieial and enlightening for all cons 
cerned.

BELGIUM AND THE CoNGO STATE.—It may 
be recalled that the period has just passed 
when the Belgian Parliament was to de- 
cide whether the Congo Free State should 
be annexed to Belgium or whether the 
day of annexation should be postponed 
until the death of King Leopold, and then 
be allowed to follow the provisions of his 
will, which surrenders to Belgium the ad- 
ministration of the State in question. The 
Government at first decided to take no ac- 
tion in the matter, and allow the period 
during which it might be annexed by leg- 
islation to lapse without debate. How- 
ever, the strength of the advocates of an- 
nexation forced the question and the Gov- 
ernment has at length arrived at a de- 
cision which, it is expected, will be accépt- 
able to all parties. 

Under the convention of 1890 Belgium had 
the option of annexation for six months 
after the prescribed term of ten years. If 
the Government decided against annexation 
the loan of 25,000,000f. would only be re- 
pares after a further term of ten years, 

ut with interest added. The Cabinet now 
proposes a simple adjournment of the ques- 
tion for another term of ten years. And 
in return for retaining the right of annex- 
ation Belgium will allow the loan to stand 
over without interest. If at a future time 
the Government decides against annexa- 
tion, the loan will be repayable under the 
terms of the original convention. The im- 
mediate effect of this decision will leave 
the Congo State to be administered by King 
Leopold without financial intervention of 
Belgium.

THE FAILURE OF RUSSIAN CroPs.—Rumors 
of the failure of Russian crops which have 
recently been cabled from Moscow and St. 
Petersburg by foreign correspondents have 
been confirmed by a statement made in the 
Official Gazette by the Russian Minister of 


the Interior. A total failure of the crops 
in the Governments of Kherson and Tomsk, 
as well as in the territory of Akmolinsk, is 
announced. The harvest is also said to 
have been a failure in several districts of 
the Governments of Taurida, Bessarabia, 
Podolia, Kieff, and Tobolsk, and the Semi- 
palatinsk and Trans-Baikal territories. On 
the receipt of preliminary reports concern- 
ing the distress in the affected districts, 
the Russian Government assigned the sum 
of 1,500,000 rubles for the relief of the 
needy. According to the latest returns pub- 
lished by the Minister of the Interior the 
total amount required for the alleviation of 
the distress is 5,529,519 rubles, of which 
5,014.519 rubles have aleency poms set aside 
by the Government. The Ministry of the 
Interior also publishes particulars regard- 
ing the organization of relief, and concludes 
by laying stress upon the fact that, be- 
sides the assistance given by the Govern- 
ment, an appeal will have to be made to 
private charity. 

RvuSsIaAN ACTIVITY IN THE PERSIAN GULF. 
—On the recommendation of the Russian 
Minister of Finance, the Russian Com- 
mercial Steam Navigation Company has 
begun to lay out a maritime commercial 
route between the ports of the Black Sea 


and those of Southern fersia. The enter- 
poise, it is reported, is fully insured by the 

ussian-Government. Recent advices from 
Bushire, the principal entrep6t of Persia 
on the gulf, and the terminus of the land 
route from Shiraz, are that the first 
steamer fn the new scheme for promoting 
Russian commercial activity in Southern 
Persia has already arrived at that port. 
This is the Korniloff, which, on its way 
south, called at the Ports of Jiddah, Aden, 
and Bandar Abbas. She carried a large 
cargo. and among other goods unloaded at 
Bushire were 11,200 hundredweight of 
petroleum from Russian firms and 5,200 
hundredweight of brown Bugar from va- 
rious Russian refineries. The Korniloff 
also brought to Bushire representatives of 
several Moscow industrial and commercial 
firms and of sugar factories in Southern 
Russia, whose mission is to inquire into 
the development of trade relations between 
Russia and Persia. These representatives 
will act under the direction of M. Mouss- 
mann, the Netherlands Vice Consul at Bu- 
shire, who, it is reported, has undertaken 
to geye them the benefit of his experience 
of the country and to assist them in estab- 
lishing a Russian commercial agency.

Gries of the forces to be raised there by 
the Negus Menelek, is now in Abyssinia or- 
ganizing his expedition. The Odessa No- 
vosti reports that a_ misunderstanding has 
arisen between the Government of the Ne- 
gus and Leontieff, for the latter has made 
preparations to put up the Russian flag at 
every important place through which his 
expedition might pass. 

Menelek is said to have informed him 
that this could not be done. Leontieff then 
offered a compromise by agreeing to carry 
the imperial standard of the eqn with 
the Russian flag and set them up together, 
just as the English did with the Khédive'’s 
standard and the union jack in the Nile 
Valley. Thereupon Menelek is said to have 
informed the Russian that Russia did not 
bear the same relation to Abyssinia that 
Great Britain did to Egypt, and, moreover 
as some of the territory to be traversed 
was within the sphere now being contested 
by England, the setting up of the Russian 
flag there would seriously complicate mat- 
ters.

Store PROPRIETORS.—The French Senate is

NO RELIEF FOR THE |

Longitudinal Fences Suggested by 
Collector Not Used. 































































































































































































































Friends Not Allowed to Meet Inexperl 
enced Travelers, but Persons with 
a “Pull” Get Passes. 





The steamship Umbria arrived yesterday 
at the Cunard Line’s pier, at the foot of 
Jane Street, North River. Passengers were 
not landed on the upper floor of the dock, 
as they are when they come on the newer 
vessels Campania and Lucania, but on the 
ground floor, which is largely used for 
teams and is much crowded with freight of 
one kind or another. Yet there was enough 
room for a longitudinal division of the floor 
Space as Collector Bidwell has recommend- ~ 
ed when the Umbria’s passengers disem- 
barked. But, despite this fact, the same 
old barricade stood across the pier, near the 
land end, and the friends of passengers, ex- 
cept those who were favored with passes, 
had to stand behind this, many, yards away»,

An official as usual prevented them from 
entering the barrier, and all they could do 
Was to remain huddled into the narrow 
space at the end until the travelers had had 
their baggage examined or had abandoned 
it for a time to come to the fence and pass 
greetings. In the cases of passengers who 
were not experienced in traveHng it was 
noticed that they did not know which way 
to go to find their waiting friends, so they 
staid beside their trunks as though they 
did not know anybody had come to meet 
them at all. 

Down at the pier of the French Line the 
steamship L’Aquitaine was berthed during 
the forenoon. n that pier a new and un- 
explainable arrangement of rope barriers 
had been instituted. Heretofore this dock 
has had one crosswise fence at the end, 
like the others, but the new scheme in- 
cluded three of these, placed parallel, about 
twenty feet from each other. An employe 
of the line guarded the first barricade, a 
customs Officer the second ‘and third. 
Those who wanted to pass either of them 
had to manoeuvre long and skillfully. 

Only possessors of passes could ‘pene- 
trate the last section. What advantage the 
arrangement possessed nobody on the pier 
could explain. Nobody was there who had 
ordered the new scheme; all were acting 
under orders. The friends of passengers 
had just as much trouble as ever. 

In the case of the French Line pier, how- 
ever, there is ample excuse for a failure to 
observe Collector Bidwell’s suggestion as 
to the longitudinal fence, for the pier is 
extremely narrow. If it were divided into 
two parts from end to end there would be *~ Sy 
room for neither the friends, the baggage, 
nor the passengers. Such is not the case, 
though, on the Cunard dock, wheres al! the 
inconvenience might be done away with if 
the company wished. 

Although the subordinate customs offi- 
cials will not talk for publication on the 
subject of pier regulations, it can be seen 
that the criticism they have to make ‘is 
that a favored few are given passes to en- 
ter the baggage inclosure. hese passes 
are issued by the Collector or the Surveyor. 
If one has a “‘ pull” he can get the paper. 
If he is a titled foreigner or a prominent 
business man of the city or a personal 
friend of some one in authority he gets in- % 
side the line, provided he has persistency 
enough to go to the trouble of running the 
gantlet of red tape incident to procuring 
the pass. 

The original rule to keep people out of 
the inclosure was described as “ strict.” It 
was supposed to include all. The unfavored, 
even where the longitudinal fence has been 
tested, have been much incensed over their 
exclusion upon seeing ten or a dozen or a 
score other citizens admitted where they 
could not go.

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WORK OF THE LEGISLATURE 


A Notable Session in Important 
Bills Acted On. 








VIEWS OF LEADERS AT ALBANY 





Of Gov. Odell’s Suggestions, 90 Per 
Cent. Have Been Carried Out—Bills 
Passed and Those Defeated. 





ALBANY, April 21.—The Legislature of 
1901 has practically completed all of its la- 
bor, except the fixing of the tax rate and 
the passing of the Greater New York char- 
ter amendments. It will go down into 
State. political history as one of the few 
Legislatures that has accomplished at least 
9% per cent. of the work which the Chief 
Executive of the State outlined for it in his 
message, and Gov. Odell will be the first 
Governor in many years whose dominance 
over the component branches of govern- 
ment has been so great that 90 per cent. of 
his recommendations have been carried out. 
This is the more notable because many of 
his suggestions were of a radical nature 
and aimed at methods of taxation and re- 
trenchment, subjects that have always been 
foremost in raising opposition. 

It is estimated that the revenues of the 
State will be increased at least $3,700,000 
annually by the tax bills suggested by the 
Governor and put on the statute books by 
the Legislature. It is also estimated that 
at least $1,700,000 will be saved by the con- 
solidation of the various departments, the 
cutting down of legislative printing con- 
tract prices, and the general reterenchment 
in other quarters. Indeed, it is possible 
for the adjourning Legislature to make the 
tax rate for the coming fiscal year almost 
nothing if all the revenues to be derived 


are anticipated. This, however, will not be 
ame although the tax rate will be very 
ow. 


THE FINANCIAL MEASURES.

OPINIONS OF THE LEADERS.

We have a Board of Tax Com- 
missioners paid by the State to bring fran- 
chise tax money into the local treasuries. 
We are collecting the inheritance tax, or 
will collect it, at a great saving. We have 
a board purchasing lands for protection of 
the State’s water supply. All of the things 
| new since Democrats controlled the 
State.”’ 

Democratic Leader Frisbie said to-night: 
“With real economy, the State expenses 
should be covered by this State’sS great 
indirect revenue without levying a tax upon 
real estate at all. This would have been 
accomplished by the economical methods 
of Democratic times. The boasted Re- 
publican attempts at economy have result- 
ed in a comparatively trivial saving, the 
State appropriations still amounting ap- 
proximately to $23,000,000 a year, which is 
nearly $10,00@,000 in excess of the expenses 
under Democratic control.

‘““Mandatory legislation for the City of 


New York has been a feature of this ses- 
sion, in spite of the protest of the Mayor. 
Most prominent in this connection may be 
mentioned the Atlantic Avenue Improve- 
ment bill, which involves an expenditure of 
$1,250,000. Other bills awaiting the Gov- 
ernor’s signature are the Sewer bill for cer- 
tain wards in Brooklyn at a cost of $20,- 
000,000; the One Hundred and Thirty-fifth 
Street Opening bill, entailing an expense 
of $500,000, and the Barren Island bill. 
which condemns the business’ carried 
on there as a nuisance and then coni- 
pels the city to pay $1,000,000 for 
its abatement. Should the Sewer bill 
fail to become a law, there will still be 
imposed upon the City of New York an ex- 
pense of $5,000,000 by mandatory legisla- 
tion at this session. Many millions more 
have been saved to the city by the strong 
antagonism of the Mayor and the press to 
this class of legislation.”’ 


SENATOR DONNELLY’S SUMMARY. 

The treatment of New York City by the 
State Legislaturé is the theme of Senator 
Donnelly in a summary to-night of the 
work of the session. He says: 

“The Legislature of 1901 has surpassed 
all of its predecessors in its utter disre- 
gard of the right of the local self-gov- 
ernment which is supposed to be guaran- 
teed to every political division of the State 
by our State Constitution. 

“The City of New York has been the 
inain, although by no means the only, suf- 
ferer in this regard. Almost every bill of 
any importance relating to the City of New 
York passed this year has had but one 
object, and that is to usurp the functions 
and powers of officials of that city. The 
Republican Party cannot forget that the 
citizens of New York have repeatedly re- 
pudiated it at the polls, and accordingly 
it never loses an opportunity to make re- 
pepeale when it controls the State Legis- 
ature. 

“The bill creating twenty standing refer- 
ees for the Supreme Court and Surrogates’ 
Court of the County of New York, and 
depriving the Judges of that county of 
their Constitutional right to appoint ref- 
erees, is a glaring instance of the Repub- 
lican Party’s disregard for Constitutional 
limitations. The Judges of the other sixty 
counties of the State are not deprived of 
their right to appoint referees. 

“The Legislature has paid no attention 
to the veto messages of the Mayor of New 
York City. Mandatory laws vetoed by the 
Mayor have frequently been passed over 
his veto. The most conspicuous instance 
is afforded by its action on the revised 
charter. The Mayor was universally com- 
mended for his message vetoing the Chaur- 
ter Revision bill. It was conceded even 
by a hostile press that he had given good 
and sound reasons. for rejecting the bill. 

“The Legislature of 1901 has revolution- 
ized the corporation law of this State. It 
has passed bills which practically remove 
all limitations to the rights of corporations 
to mortgage their property and to borrow 
money, and which almost completely ex- 
empt stockholders and Directors from per- 
sonal lability. Under the laws recent}y 
passed a Director of a corporation does 
not even have to be a stockholder.” 


State Insurance Official Resigns. 

ALBANY, April 21.—William H. Buck- 
ley, for eleven years connected with the 
State Insurance Department as clerk, Sec- 
retary to Superintendent Pierce, and finally 
Third Deputy Superintendent, has tendered 
his resignation to take effect May 1, hav- 
ing accepted an_offer from the New York 
Life Insurance Company to attach himself 
to the company’s legal department. 


Report on Cohen-Adler Contest. 
ALBANY, April 21.—Mr. Rodenbeck, as 
Chairman of the Committee of Privileges 
and Elections, has submitted the report of 
that committee in the matter of the con- 


test over the seat of Charles §. Adler, 
Republican, contested by Isador Cohen, the 
defeated Democratic candidate. The com- 
mittee found that the charges made were 
not well founded, and that the sitting 
member, Charles S. Adler, was legally 
elected. 


TO ATTACK AMERICAN CONTRACT. 

LONDON, April 22.—It is understood that 
Sir Alfred Hickman, ex-President of the 
British Iron Trades Association, and other 
representatives of the iron and steel trade 
of Great Britain, are endeavoring to secure 
the appointment of a Parliamentary com- 


mittee to investigate the carrying out of 
the contract for the manufacture in Amer- 
ica and the erection in Burmah of the Gok- 
teik viaduct. 

Sir Aifred Hickman, who represents the 
Western Division of Wolverhampton and is 
a member of the Council of the Iron and 
Steel Institute, intends to call upon the 
Government to produce all adverse reports 
by the indian Government and the Bur- 
mah Railway officials on American-made 
locomotives supplied to the railway. 


URGE RUSSIANS TO ACT. 
Poles Advise Students to Combat Czar’s 
Government. 

BERLIN, April 2i.—The Vorwaerts, the 
Sucialist organ, prints correspondence from 
Russia asserting that the Association of 
Progressive Polish University Students re- 
cently sent resolutions of sympathy to their 
Russian brethren, beginning thus: 

‘“‘ Because you had asked the minimum of 


human rights you were bestially maltreated 


and your blood flowed. Instead of con- 
sidering your jus: demands, drunken hordes 
of soldiers were let loose against you.” 

The manifesto proceeded throughout in a 
similarly vigorous strain, urging the re- 
cipients to combat the Czar’s Government 
in all possible ways.

MR. WU ON CHINA’S POLICY. 


In. a Memorial Points Out Where 
Changes Would Accrue to His 
Country’s Benefit. 
WASHINGTON, April 21.—The Chinese 
Minister, Wu Ting-Fang, is preparing a 
memorial to the Chinese Government based 
upon his intimate acquaintance with the 
affairs of the Western world and pointing 
out wherein there is the opportunity for 
China to adopt an enlightened and pro- 
gressive policy which will bring it into 
harmony with the sisterhood of nations, 
and at the same time will relieve it from 
the present perplexities which are crowd- 

ing upon it at all hands, 

The memorial is a comprehensive docu- 
ment, taking in practically the entire range 
of Government affairs, avoiding radicalism 
and extreme reforms which have interfered 
with previous efforts to bring about a 


change in the existing order of affairs. 
Mr. Wu has not been in sympathy with 
past efforts for excessive change, as in his 
judgment they went so far as to invite 
prejudice and opposition. In the present 
instance he has sought to find a middle 
ground of conservative improvement which 
would commend itself both to the Chinese 
Government and to the world at large as 
calculated to remove the most serious ob- 
stacles in the way of progress. In deter- 
mining upon this course Minister Wu is 
acting entirely upon his own initiative and 
responsibility, and without any reference 
to his status as Minister to the United 
+ or any suggestion from officials 
nere. 

While he has had the matter in contem- 
plation for some time, yet there has been 
no occasion or opportunity for giving ex- 
pression to his plans. Now, however, this 
opportunity has presented itself in the 
form of a recent imperial edict inviting the 
high officials of China at home and abroad 
to present to the Government every facil- 
ity at their command to aid in overcoming 
the present disastrous condition of affairs, 
and asking for every aid which its patriotic 
citizens can bring to it in overcoming the 
evils of the past and in establishing a se- 
cure basis for the future. 

Probably the most important feature of 
the document is its general presentation of 
the view that the time is now at hand for 
China to adopt plans of conservative re- 
form. In stating the need and advantage 
of this, the Minister's memorial will point 
to the lesson Japan has given to the world. 
Up to a few years ago the conditions in 
China and Japan were almost identical. 
But by the gradual adoption of modern 
methods of procedure Japan has brought 
herself into close communication with the 
rest of the world and now occupies an en- 
viable position with the other recognized 
great powers. Minister Wu holds that 
there is nothing lacking in the resources 
of China, or in the character of her peo- 
ple, to Keep her from securing the same ad- 
vantages which have come to Japan. 

The memorial does not, however, confine 
itself to generalization, but specifies along 
what lines changes can be made with ad- 
vantage. These cover administrative, eco- 
nomic, and financial conditions, and pre- 
sent in detail the best features of Western 
administration as applicable to China. The 
document is practically completed and soon 
will be laid before the imperial Govern- 
ment, 


FRANCE TO BE KOREA’S CREDITOR. 


Will Advance 5,000,000 Yen to Build the 


Northern Railway. 
YOKOHAMA, April 22.—The Korean Gov- 
ernment, according to advices just received 
from Seoul, has decided to borrow from 
France 5,000,000 yen for the purpose of con- 
structing the Northern Railway from Seoul 
to Wiju. It is asserted that it was his ob- 


jection to pledging the Korean customs as 
security for this loan which created a de- 
sire in certain quarters for the dismissal of 
McLeavy Brown, Director General of Ko- 
rean Customs. 

According to the same advices Admiral 
Seymour and Sir Claude M. Macdonald, 
British Minister to Japan, have arrived at 
Chemulpho, Korea, on board the British 
cruiser Powerful, and it is expected that 
they will have an audience of Emperor Yi 


Hieung.

TOLSTOI’S NEXT NOVEL.

Examinations for $1,200 and $2,000 Po- 
sitions Will Be Held in June. 
WASHINGTON, April 21.—The Civil Ser- 
vice Commission announces that the exam- 
ination advertised for April 28, 1901, for the 
position of Department Assistant in the 
Philippine service, has been postponed to 
June 3 and 4, and that this examination 
will be held in any city in the United 
States where postal free delivery has been 
established.

THE NEW PHILIPPINE TARIFF, 





Its Publication Awaits Decision of the 
Insular Cases. 
WASHINGTON, April 21.—It is not likely 
that the new Philippine tariff will be pro- 
mulgated until after the decision of the 
Supreme Court in the insular cases. It is 
stated at the War Department, where the 
matter has received considerable consid- 
eration, that this decision may make it un- 
necessary for the Government to estabhsh 
a system of tariff rates in the Philippines, 


although the department has proceeded 
with the work of equalizing the rates and 
receiving and considering suggestions, as 
if assuming that the coming decision would 
make no change in the present conditions. 

Some months ago the War artment 
published the tariff as prepared by the 
tariff experts in the Philippines and ap- 
proved by the Taft Commisston. | Inter- 
ested persons, especially manufeeturers and 
shippers, were invited to examine this pro- 
posed tariff and make suggestions and 
criticisms. It is interesting to note that of 
the 419 paragraphs in the proposed tariff 
only 33 paragraphs have provoked criticism 
or suggestion. Even these are in a mild 
tone. and nearly all take the form of sug- 
gestion.

Announcement that Half of It Is “Al Precautions In View of Recent Fires— 


ready Placed” Displeases 
the Public. 


LONDON, April 22.—Great curiosity is 
manifested here to ascértain how half the 
war loan has been “ already placed,” as is 
asserted in the Government invitation for 
subscriptions for the remaining half. It is 
supposed that a portion of the £30,000,000 
“already placed’ may have been reserved 
for the Government Departments, but it is 
rather believed that financial houses with 
foreign connections have interested them- 
selves in the flotation. 

No explanation, however, has yet been 
afforded, and, considering that the final 
installment of the loan is payable in De- 
cember and that the first quarter's in+« 
terest will be paid July 5, the issue ts 
regarded as cheap, and not a little resent- 
ment has been created by the fact that 
only half the issue has been offered to the 
public. This dissatisfaction is voiced by 
The Daily Chronicle, which says: 

‘The public ought to have been in- 
formed by this time to whom the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer has allotted 
£30,000,000 of the issue.”’ 

The paper proceeds to comment severely 


upon the policy of the Government which 
has led to ‘“‘such a disastrous issue, in 
which the British ee drops the round 
sum of £3.300.000 in the process of borrow- 
ing £60,000,000,"" and points out that under 
Mr. Gladstone consols rose to par for the 
first time in the century, while since the 
Tories have held office they have steadily 
declined from 114 to the present price. 

The Standard, which regards the issue as 
equivalent to purchasing consols at 93% 

er cent., thinks that, despite the automat- 
ce reduction of interest from 2% to 2% in 
1903, the price will rise after the war. It 
says: 

‘“‘ Whether the rate of interest will prove 
sufficiently attractive to the American in- 
vestor, with so many outlets for his capi- 
tal, remains to be seen; but, judging from 
the preliminary inquiries, applications on 
French account will be considerable.” 

The Times says: ‘The great financial 
houses in the City have underwritten half 
the loan, and as, according to the pros- 
pectus, they take it on the same terms as 
other applicants, no complaint of favorit- 
ism can fairly be made. 

‘Subscribers get the best State security 
in the world at a fairly cheap rate. The 
issue represents an emergency credit of 
the United Kingdom, not its normal credit; 
and there is hardly another country in the 
world which could, even in times of peace, 
obtain a loan on equally good terms.”’

A committee of delegates was appointed 
to see M. Siegfried and give him any in- 
formation he wished for relative to wages, 
conditions of labor, and cost of living. The 
committee talked with him for some time, 
and gave him some statistics regarding tw:

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REV. FATHER TANDY DEAD. 


Pastor of St. Jerome’s Roman Catholic 
Church Breaks Down from 
Overwork. 

The Rev. Patrick W. Tandy, pastor of St. 
Jerome’s Catholic Church, at One Hundred 
and Thirty-eighth Street and Alexander 
Avenue, died at the rectory of that church 
yesterday. Father Tandy’s death was due 
to a general breakdown in his health that 
had resulted from the long and arduous 
duties he had performed in building the 

new church. 

Father Tand® was born in Ireland the 
17th of March, 1836. He came to. this 
country when a child with his parents. 
He graduated from St. Francis Xavier Col- 
lege in 1857, and then entered the St. 
Joseph's Seminary at Fordham, where he 
remained two years, when he was trans- 





ferred to St. Mary’s Seminary at Bal- 
timore, remaining there until 1861. Leav- 
ing Baltimore he entered the Grand 


Seminary at Montreal, where he completed 
his course in 1864. The same year he was 
ordained a priest in old St. Patrick's 
Cathedral, on Mulberry Street, by Bishop 
Daly of Newark. 

His first appointment was as Treasurer 
of St. Joseph’s Seminary, Troy. He was 
then made assistant pastor of the Catholic 
Church at Poughkeepsie. He remained in 
Poughkeepsie one year, after which he was 
assigned to do mission work in the vicinity 
of Amenia, Dutchess County. He held this 
last appointment until 1888, founding five 
churches during the time he was in charge. 
In 1888 he was transferred to the pastorate 
of St. Augustine’s Church at Sing Sing, 
where he also built a new church. While in 
Sing Sing Father Tandy was Chaplain of 
the State Prison. 

In 1890 Father Tandy was appointed to 
his last pastorate, that of St. Jerome's. He 
found the congregation of this church wor- 
shipping in a small brick structure, and im- 
mediately began work looking toward the 
erection of a new and more spacious edifice. 
As a result of his labors the new St. Je- 
rome’s was consecrated last January. It is 
to-day one of the finest and best appoint- 
ed houses of worship in the Bronx. 

Father Tandy was a member of the North 
Side Board of Trade and was one of th 
most earnest advocates of many of the im- 
provements that have of late years been 
made in the Bronx. Of Father Tandy it is 
said that he gave his entire salary to char- 
itv. Thé arrangements for the funeral have 
not yet been made,

RULES FOR CENTURY RIDING. 


Cycling Regulations for Those Who 
Ride on the Road. 

The Century Road Club of America has 
issued the following circular of rules to 
govern century riding during the coming 
season: 

Actual laps of time allowed: Single cent- 
ury, 14 consecutive hours; double~century, 
24 consecutive hours; triple century, 36 con- 
secutive hours; quadruple century, 48 con- 
secutive hours; quintuple century, 60 con- 
secutive hours. 

No century to be allowed which is ridden 
upon any course less than twenty miles in 
length, or where more than twenty miles 
of the whole was ridden on paved city 
streets or boulevards on other than official 
courses. Riders should ride on the official 
courses when possible, and must register 
at official registering places, making per- 
sonal autograph registration on official 
sheets. When riding on other than official 
courses, they must be accompanied by 
others, or, when riding alone, they must 
carry checking cards an@ obtain reliable 
signatures at least every twenty-five miles, 
thereby doing away with affidavits before 
a@ notary public. Have affidavit written on 
back of blank. 

Application for bars must be sent to the 
Centurion of the State in which the cent- 
ury, or the greatest part of it, was ridden, 
for his approval; he in turn will forward 
the claim to the proper member of the Road 
Records Committee, who must ‘receive it 
within thirty days after the century is rid- 
den. Money for bars should not be sent 
with application, as orders upon official 
eweler will be sent direct, when cash can 

sent with the order to the jeweler. 

The club may allow bars for all centuries 
ridden by applicants for original member- 
ship, within twelve months prior to date of 
their application, provided that all such ap- 
plications for bars are filed within three 
months after the member’s application has 
been accepted. 

Blank forms for application for century 
bars can be obtained from any member of 
the Road Records Committee, Secretary, or 
any State officer.

NATKA’S LONG CRUISE OVER. 


R. P. Hart’s Yawl Drops Anchor in the 
Hudson After Novel Trip. 


After an absence of nearly nine and a 
half months, during which time the yawl 
Natka cruised inland through the rivers 
and canals to the great lakes, and from 
there through other rivers and canals to 
the Mississippi and into the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, and from there up the coast back 
to the Hudson, the sturdy cruiser fin- 


ished her novel trip when she cast anchor 
last week in the upper Hudson.

The handsome 50-foot power yacht Thetis, 
formerly owned by J. W. Broughton of Chicago, 
has been sold to H. B. Wittaker of this city.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Saturday’s Clearing House bank state- 
ment disposed of dismal calculations in 
variety. Money market gloom refuses to 
gather. The bankers prove right, de- 
pressionist speculators wrong; easy 
money continues—and also fontinue the 
confident declarations of the bankers 
that the further prospect is bright. Four 
per cent. loans for six months—there is 
the evidence that cuts short debate. 

During this week the influence of the 
neW asurance of normal meney market 
conditions and their maintenance will 
figure, doubtless, with effect throughout 
the security market. Some important in- 
terests have lately been hanging back, 
more or less apprehensive that Clearing 
House surplus reserves might gravely di- 
minish, or even give way to an actual 
deficit. Their gain of a million of dollars 
per day puts such apprehensions to rout. 


Many speculators have been disap- 
pointed in the market action of the new 
United States Steel Corporation’s securi- 
ties. A boom was expected. None has 
appeared. Much manipulation was pre- 
dicted. None has been discoverable. 
Professional traders who loaded up with 
the stocks in anticipation of sudden sen- 
sational developments are, therefore, 
showing disgruntled fronts. Many of 
them have sold out their speculative 
holdings. Some have gone short. Hardly 
one feature of the trust is to the liking of 
the Stock Exchange contingent which 
counted upon its being easy to load up at 
the start and sell out soon after at a 
handsome profit. But their miscalcula- 
tion is not much a provoker of sympa- 
thy; the very fact that they did miscal- 
culate—the fact that their theory was 
wrong—is an excellent reason for satis- 
faction to every interest that hopes to 
see tangible, actual, lasting value es- 
tablished for these new issues, whose vol- 
ume is so vast that a wider public con- 
cern is involved than in any other Amer- 
ican security. 

To have manipulated the steel stocks 
intg@ extraordinary activity and buoyan- 
cy as they were quoted would have dis- 
turbed conservative sentiment. It might 
have been possible to “ distribute ” large 
amounts, but the final effect would have 
been bad in many ways. True it fs, 
though, that the expectation of such a 
boom had precedents to figure on; and it 
required a broad view and superior judg- 
ment to determine upon the policy that 
has been pursued; it is not the course 
that little men would have taken. 

The rounding out of such a colossal 
corporation (the merging of so many 
properties, all of great capital and wide- 
ly extending trade relations) is a task of 
magnitude beyond comparison with any 
business undertaking ever before ap- 
proached. And the conservative course

of the new securities in their market 
movement —their display of steady 
strength and no boomishness—is merely 
in natural, sensible accord with the prog- 
ress making in the perfection of the 
property itself; and Mr. Morgan and his 
associates perform a public service in 
forbidding all ballooning methods. 

It is easy for intelligent men of affairs 
to understand that it may yet be neces- 
sary to accomplish much before the 
combination is complete. There are, for 
example, some other important proper- 
ties to be taken in—properties like the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron Company, 
which is not only of controlling conse- 
quence in the Southern field, but the 
ehief American iron exporter. This par- 
ticular development is not far off. 

The Steel stocks do not move too slow- 
Ty to please those who wish them best. 


Some international banking houses ree 
port improving sentiment among invest- 
ors abroad regarding American securi- 
ties, and are inclined to expect large re- 
buying orders from London and Berlin. 


LOCAL SECURITY VALUES. 


One notable feature in the recent mar- 
ket activity has been the laggard awak- 
ening of New York’s local securities. 
Some of them have gained considerably 
lately, but as a group they have not by 
any means kept pace with the general 
market. Western and Southern railway 
shares have risen largely, while stocks 
franchises in the metropolis of the coun- 
try have only done a little better than 
hold their own. It may be that some es- 
pecial factor in the situation is responsi- 
ble for this. According to one Wall Street 
theory that factor is the State Legislat- 
ure. That gets out of the way now. 

These properties represent monopolies 
very closely. The Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany is in complete mastery of the light- 
ing field. The Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way controls every surface transporta- 
tion facility, and the Manhattan’s crowd- 
ed trains, running on closer and closer 
headway, testify to earnings vastly in- 
creased, while the Brooklyn Rapid 


Transit system has progressed in its 
management and in its volume of busi- 
ness away beyond favorable prediction, 
having actually become a lender of mill- 
ions of surplus money on call in Wall 
Street. So generally encouraging are the 
exhibits of all these local properties that 
their market records seem really to sug- 
gest that there has been inside effort to 
hold their market quotations, for the 
time, in check. 

Naturally it ought to be far easier to 
“bull” local stocks than those repre- 
senting distant properties. Here every 
citizen can see the earnings ground out 
by the Metropolitan and Manhattan—get 
daily object lessons in having to stand up 
in order to ride; and over the bridge it is 
just as “ bad.” 

This week can disclose whether the 
reason for this apparent anomaly has 
b@en apprehension of statesmanship a! 
Albany. The Legislature adjourns to- 
morrow.

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OPPOSITION TO THE ANTE: | 
PIGEON SHOOTING BILL 


What President Haines of the S. P. 
C. A. Has Learned. 


Powerful Lobby Working Against the 
Measure in the Interest of Powder, 
Shot, and Gun Makers. 


The bill which Was drawn up by John P. 
Haines, President of the American Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
to repeal Chapter 107 of the Laws of 1875, 
which permits the slaughter of pigeons for 
sport, will come up for passage in the 
Assembly to-day, it is confidently expected. 
It has. passed the Senate. If the Assembly 
passes the measure it will go to the Gov- 
ernor, who will, in the opinion of most per- 
scns who are interested in the Measure, 
sign it promptly. 

President Haines, who is deeply inter 
ested in the matter, had something to say 
yesterday regarding the bill. 

The law which has permitted such cru- 
elty to be practiced as took place at Inter- 
State Park, Long Island, recently, was 
passed at the instigation of the pigeon 
shooters in 1875," Mr. Haines began, ,“ It 
was the result of the interference by Mr. 
Bergh in behalf of the society with a pig- 
eon tournament’ which had been held at 
Coney Island during the previous year.- AS 
the result of this interference, suit was 
brought against Mr. Bergh by a Mr. Paine, 
who had something to do with the tourna- 
ment, but the case was dismissed in the 
City Court by Judge McAdam, who held 
that the shooting of pigeons thrown from 
traps was within the statute-against cru- 
elty. 

Mr. Bergh was unable to prevent the pas- 
sage of the obnoxious law permitting pig- 
eon shooting in this State,"and Several at- 
tempts which have since been made to re- 
peal the law have been unsuccessful. In 
183 a bill was introduced in the Senate by 
Senator Boyd and in the Assembly “A The- 
odore Roosevelt, the present Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States. This re al bill. 
like itS predecessors, was ruthlessly killed 
in committee at the instigation of the pig- 
eon shooters of the State and their backers. 

‘In our efforts to get the present bill in- 
troduced we enlisted the sympathies of 
Senator Slater and Assemblyman Bennett, 
who consented to champion the measure. 
The opposition of the sports—not sports- 
mer—was expected, but, to the surprise of 
the friends of the measure, a very power- 
ful Iebby was found to be working against 
it in the interest of the Inter-State Asso- 
ciat‘on of Manufacturers of Powder, Shot, 


and Guns, and I am informed, also, that | 


Henry J.. Gates of Utica, Oneida County, 
the Journal Clerk of the Assembly, is work- 
ing against the passage of the bill.”’ 

Mr. Haines spoke also of the arguments 
which he said were being advan¢ed against 
the bill, and the many anonymous com- 
munications which had been received by 
the introducers of the measure. These 
reasons, he said, included such sophistry 
as that the prevention of live-pigeon shoot- 
ing would lessen the sale of powder and 
shot; that it would interfere with the giy- 
ing of tournaments, pigeons shoots, @. 
that pigeons are edible, and that shooting 
them is the most humane way of killing 
them, &c. 

In rebuttal of the argument that shoot- 
ing pigeons at pigeon shoots is humane, Mr. 
Haines read a number of letters showing 
that in the cases of a number of pigeon 
shoots, maimed and wounded pigeons had 
been found on stoops and in yards adjacent 
to the scene of the butchery for many days 
after the event, helpless and apparently 
suffering Breat | pain. 


OFFICERS RAID.A COCKFIGHT. 


Sixty-three Men and Thirty-six Birds 
Captured at a Hotel at 
Homestead, N. J. 

President George McCarthy of the Hud- 
son County Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals learned at midnight on 
Saturday that a cocking main of thirteen 
battles was being run off at John: Hoff- 
stetter’s hotel, at Homestead, N. J. He 
summoned a posse of the society’s offi- 
cers, who drove to the place in coaches, 
arriving at the hotel just as the fourth 

battle was~being fought. 

They arrested five men on guard in the 
barroom and fifty-eight men who were 
witnessing the main in the cockpit, which 
was in a big room up stairs. They found 
thirty-two live birds in the place and four 
dead ones. The two in the pit were \so 
badly injured that they were killed. The 
entire party was arraigned before Justice 
J. P. McCormack. 

Hoffstetter gave bail to appear before 
the Grand Jury on tl e charge of keeping a 
disorderly house. he- principals in the 
affair were fined $20 each, and the others 
$5 each. ‘Several of them were from New 
York and Brooklyn, but they all gave ficti- 
tious names.
